Supreme Court reverses itself 
in historic ruling on sodomy

f | he phrase “Equal justice under 
law” is carved into gleaming 
white marble atop the U.S. Supreme 
Court building. The court took a 
momentous step toward making 
that a reality for all gay and lesbian Ameri¬ 
cans when it threw out the remaining 13 state 
sodomy laws in the United States. 

In a 6-3 decision on Lawrence v. Texas, is¬ 
sued on Thursday, June 26, the court took the 
highly unusual step of admitting that it made 
a mistake when it said in the 1986 Bowers v. 
Hardwick ruling that states could regulate 
sodomy. 

Gay groups were unanimous in hailing 
the ruling as “historic,” clear and broad in its 
embrace of 1GBT citizens. It promises to 
have significant implications for laws affect¬ 
ing virtually every other aspect of life for gay 
Americans. 

Justice Anthony Kennedy, writing for the 
majority, strongly took the earlier court to 


task for its ruling in Bowers on both matters 
of fact and of law. In criticizing its reading of 
history, he wrote, “Far from possessing‘an¬ 
cient roots,’ American laws targeting same- 
sex couples did not develop until the last 
third of the 20th century.” 

He outlined the right to privacy that the 
court has delineated under what has become 
known as the due process clause of the 14th 
Amendment to the Constitution. He drew 
heavily upon decisions affirming couples’ 
right to contraception and a woman’s right to 
choose to have an abortion. In doing so, the 
majority affirmed little interest in revisiting 
those issues of choice with regard to abortion. 

Kennedy turned to the language of Justice 
John Paul Stevens’s dissenting opinion in 
Bowers to make the case that a political ma¬ 
jority’s distaste of a particular act is not suf¬ 
ficient grounds to prohibit it, and that sexu¬ 
al intimacy for all is indeed protected under 
the 14th Amendment. 

In clear, blunt language he concluded, 
“Bowers was not correct when it was decided,

SF gays overjoyed 
at sodomy ruling

W ith a gigantic stars and stripes 
flying overhead, more than 
1,000 people gathered in the 
Castro last week to celebrate the U.S. 
Supreme Court’s decision to overturn the 
country’s remaining sodomy laws. 

“This is so extraordinary and such a no 
brainer. It is amazing it took so long,” said 
author and sexologist Dr. Carol Queen. 
“We still have to fight for our rights and 
there is a long list of countries where 
sodomy is still illegal.” 

“This is our Declaration of Indepen¬ 
dence,” said Jenny Pizer, a lawyer with 
Lambda Legal Defense and Education 
Fund, which handled the appeal in the case, 
formally known as Lawrence v. Texas. “We 


now have the right to love and to make love. 
We have the right to be fabulous.” 

Members of San Francisco’s LGBT 
community descended on Harvey Milk 
Plaza at 5 p.m. Thursday, June 26 to cele¬ 
brate the Supreme Court’s decision. Par¬ 
ticipants taped signs reading “We Won!” to 
lampposts, while others carried signs ask¬ 
ing “Will it still be fun now that it is legal?” 

“I never thought I would see this day,” 
said longtime AIDS activist Michael 
Lauro, who before the court handed down 
its ruling expected the opposite outcome. 

Coming just days before the city’s 
Pride celebration, many in the crowd said 
the ruling would make the annual event 
especially meaningful this year. 

“We didn’t expect too much out of 
Texas did we?” asked Carole Migden, chair

Court ruling 
colobratod at Prido

M any LGBT Pride Parade partici¬ 
pants and spectators celebrated last 
week’s landmark U.S. Supreme 
Court decision striking down criminal pro¬ 
hibitions on sodomy during the 33rd annual 
event held Sunday, June 29 in San Francisco. 

Groups advocating gay marriage were 
heralding the decision as groundbreaking; 
they were also celebrating the news from ear¬ 
lier in June that Canada would allow same- 
sex marriage. Already, gay and lesbian Amer¬ 
ican couples are going across the border to 
become legally wed. 

The Pride Parade and Celebration was 
held last Saturday and Sunday, and drew a 
total crowd of approximately 790,000 people, 
Pride Executive Director Teddy Withering- 
ton told the Bay Area Reporter on Monday, 
June 30. That figure includes an estimated 
400,000 people who watched the parade, 
350,000 who attended the Sunday festival in 
Civic Center Plaza, and 40,000 who attend¬ 
ed Saturday’s events in the plaza. 

For many, last Thursday’s high court rul¬ 
ing overturning the 1986 Bowers v. Hardwick 
decision and invalidating Texas’ homosexual 
conduct law in Lawrence v. Texas was a good 
reason to celebrate. 

“The parade is more infused with hope this 
year,” said Supervisor and mayoral candidate 
Tom Ammiano as he rode in the parade. 

San Francisco Treasurer Susan Leal, also a 
mayoral candidate, participated in the parade 
and the Dyke March. She said she felt “a good 
connection with people” at both events. 

The parade also recalled the spirit of slain 
Supervisor Harvey Milk; this year’s theme 
was “You’ve gotta give them hope.” Before his 
assassination on November 27, 1978, Milk 
talked frequently about the importance of 
LGBT people coming out, and working to 
change homophobic laws and challenge anti¬ 
gay ballot initiatives. This year marked the 
25th anniversary of the defeat of the antigay 
Briggs initiative, which would have barred 
gays and lesbians from teaching in California 
public schools. A contingent made up of peo¬ 
ple who fought against the initiative marched 
in the parade, along with other groups cele¬ 
brating 25th anniversaries: the Sail Francis¬ 
co Lesbian/Gay Freedom Band, the San Fran¬ 


cisco Gay Men’s Chorus, Theater Rhinoceros, 
and the rainbow flag. 

Gilbert Baker, creator of the famous flag, 
led his contingent carrying a quarter-mile 
piece of the flag he recently made for a gay 
Pride celebration in Key West, Florida. 

This year’s grand marshals were: author 
Armistead Maupin, comedian Marga Gomez, 
youth activist Marina Gatto, transgender en¬ 
tertainer and fundraiser Vicki Marlane, Com¬ 
munity United Against Violence Executive 
Director Terry Person-Harris, AIDS activist 
Hank Wilson, and the Reverend Cecil 
Williams, pastor at Glide Memorial United 
Methodist Church. The organization grand 
marshal was Marriage Equality California. 


One disturbance, same delays 

There was one major incident during the 
parade: six members of the group Gay Shame 
were arrested for allegedly trying to attack 
San Francisco Supervisor and mayoral can¬ 
didate Gavin Newsom [see story, page 3]. 

Witherington told the B.A.R. that after 
talking to “independent witnesses” to the dis¬ 
turbance, he and the Pride board believe San 
Francisco Police overreacted.

Castro sober space 
faces funding threat

T wenty years after it opened 
its doors and became an 
oasis for gay men fighting 
drug and alcohol addictions, the 
Castro Country Club is facing its 
own fight for survival. Again. 

Three years ago this September 
the gathering spot on 18th Street was 
forced to close its doors. After the 
community rallied to bring it back to 
life, the safe space opened its doors 
during Pride weekend of 2001. 

Now the club is fighting to stay 
open once again. Due to budget 
cutbacks at Baker Places, a non¬ 
profit that has subsidized the coun¬ 
try club as far back as 1996, the vol¬ 
unteers who run the place are try¬ 
ing to find a new source of funding. 

According to the Country 
Club’s Web site, Baker Places has 
run the coffeehouse at a substan¬ 
tial loss for several years and can¬ 
not continue to operate it on that 
basis. The Club’s community ad¬ 
visory board is working to relieve 
Baker Places of its financial oblig¬ 
ation by making the Castro Coun¬ 
try Club self-supporting through 
its own efforts. 

The board is working to create 
a development plan to ensure the 
short- and long-term sustainabil¬ 
ity of the club, according to a mes¬ 
sage on the Web site. 

“Baker Places never intended 
to have it be an ongoing part of 
their program. They have really 
gone the extra mile to provide re¬ 
sources,” part-time manager Dan 
Cusick told the Bay Area Reporter. 
“It was always our intention to 
leave and become our own 
501(c)(3). They originally wanted 
us to be self-sustaining in a year.” 

When it reopened, the cafe and 
meeting space on the first floor of 
an old Victorian house only had 
weekend hours. It then expanded 
to being open seven days a week, 
with late night hours on weekends. 

The country club serves as a so¬ 
cial club and clearinghouse for the 
LGBT clean and sober community. 
It is the only spot in the Castro peo¬ 
ple can turn to and not feel pres¬ 
sured into drinking or doing drugs. 

“The Castro Country Club has 
been critical to their early sobri¬ 
ety,” said Cusick, who receives a 
housing stipend for the 20 hours 
a week he spends running the 
space. “The steps have always been 
a gathering spot for the recovery 
community. People even came 
when we were closed.” 

Rumors that the country club 
would close its doors this July 
proved to be unfounded. But the 
volunteers who run the club are 
scrambling to find a new revenue 
stream that would assure the 
country club’s survival. 


So far nothing has materialized. 
Supporters are hopeful they can tap 
the city for financial support. They 
argue that the country club not 
only serves a public health func¬ 
tion, but should be used as a model 
in setting up support centers for 
people with substance abuse issues 
in other parts of the city. 

“Everyone is talking about sub¬ 
stance abuse issues and HIV 
transmission; we do that everyday 
here. It is not new to us. We do 
prevention for positives programs 
here,” said Michael Lauro, a vol¬ 
unteer at the club. “In terms of the 
city getting the best bang for its 
buck, you don’t have to go any 
further than 405 18th Street.” 

Baker Places has given the 
country club some breathing 
room. The agency has agreed to 
continue to pay for the club’s lease 
for the next six months to a year. 
But it comes with the condition 
that the club will find a new 
source of funding. 

“I don’t foresee us closing any¬ 
time soon, but there is always that 
uncertainty with this economy,”

said Cusick. “As best as I can tell it 
is close to $130,000 a year we need 
to pay the rent and utilities.” 

While the club does keep all the 
profits from its coffee bar, cappuc¬ 
cino sales alone will not be enough 
to pay the rent. Club members 
have done everything from host 
garage sales and weekend barbe¬ 
cues on the back patio to staffing 
booths at Pride to raise money. 

They have also turned to elect¬ 
ed leaders for help. District 8 Su¬ 
pervisor Bevan Dufty is working 
behind the scenes with club mem¬ 
bers and the property owner to 
ensure the club secures a long¬ 
term lease it can afford. 

“We need more facilities like 
this so people can be clean and 
sober and be supported,” said 
Dufty, who is also trying to find 
corporate sponsors for the club. 
“Consistently, people tell me how 
important the country club is to 
their sobriety and health.”

In last week’s article on Harvey Milk in the Pride section [“Re¬ 
membering Harvey Milk, June 26], Jim Rivaldo, a longtime friend of 
Milk’s, was misquoted as saying that the Bay Guardian “didn’t like 
Harvey..Under the section subtitled “Early days,” which described 
Milk’s 1976 Assembly race, Rivaldo stated that the San Francisco Bay 
Guardian “didn’t like Harvey either.” That was incorrect. 

Rivaldo told the Bay Area Reporter that “the Guardian was on 
the sidelines” and that the quote should have included “cheering.” 
When the Guardian's endorsement issue came out, the editorial for 
the Assembly race “was written as if it were leading up to endors¬ 
ing Harvey,” Rivaldo said. As the article correctly stated, the 
Guardian endorsed Milk’s Democratic primary opponent, Art 
Agnos, which was a shock to Milk and his supporters. As is also 
stated in the piece, Guardian publisher Bruce Brugmann did not 
return a phone call seeking comment. 

Elsewhere in the same article, under the subtitle “Milk’s mur¬ 
der,” it might have been construed that Milk had a $10,000 note co¬ 
signed by B.A.R. published Bob Ross on his person at the time of 
his murder. Rivaldo said that what was in Milk’s pocket when he 
was shot was a cashier’s check for $3,000 from Carl Carlson. Milk 
was on his way to the bank to deposit it, Rivaldo said.

n what was probably a pre¬ 
dictable scenario for anyone 
I following Supervisor Gavin 
Newsom’s relationship with the 
radical direct action group Gay 
Shame, six activists who jumped 
barricades in front of Newsom’s 
marching contingent at Sunday’s 
LGBT Pride Parade were arrested 
and charged with felonies for al¬ 
legedly threatening a public offi¬ 
cial and conspiring to commit a 
crime as a criminal gang. 

Much like the incident that oc¬ 
curred outside the LGBT Com¬ 
munity Center in February, New¬ 
som supporters alleged that Gay 
Shame members were violent and 
threatening, waving copper pipes 
and sticks as they approached 
Newsom’s car. Gay Shame alleged 
that the first parties to become vi¬ 
olent were a part of Newsom’s 
camp, and that the “weapons” 
they were carrying were simply 
sticks attached to protest signs 
which were being unfurled. 

The district attorney’s office 
appeared to agree with Gay Shame 
supporters and independent wit¬ 
nesses, as it announced on Tues¬ 
day, July 1 that charges would be 
dropped, and the arrested activists 
- Lily Pastora, Matthew Luton, 
Jesse Sanford, Jonathan Baker, 
Harry Mansor, and a sixth un¬ 
named person - were expected to 
be released that evening.

Prosecutors were not the only 
ones who believed the charges were 
inflated. On Tuesday afternoon, the 
San Francisco LGBT Pride Cele¬ 
bration Committee called for the 
charges to be dropped and issued 
the following statement: 

“From interviews we’ve con¬ 
ducted with independent witnesses 
who were at the scene it is apparent 
that the SFPD’s response was dis¬ 
proportionate to the actual danger 
posed by the protesters. They were 
not, as erroneously reported, ‘ad¬ 
vancing on Supervisor Newsom’s 


car with pipes,’ but merely attempt¬ 
ing to unfurl a banner well ahead of 
the supervisor’s contingent. That 
action does not merit being arrest¬ 
ed much less being charged with 
three very serious felonies. 

“The six arrested are affiliated 
with the group Gay Shame and 
had jumped over the police barri¬ 
cades to enter The Parade near 7th 
and Market streets with a banner 
reading ‘Queer Mutiny, Not Con¬ 
sumer Unity.’ The SF Pride Cele¬

W ith the recent United 
States Supreme Court 
ruling on sodomy, LGBT 
people have more to celebrate this 
Independence Day than ever be¬ 
fore. The victory is especially wel¬ 
come for LGBT families, whose 
legal rights have often been chal¬ 
lenged by policies that criminalize 
their relationships. 

So pack a lunch, and bring the 
kids and the now-legal lovers to 
the sixth annual “OT Fashioned 
Fourth of July Alternative Fami¬ 
ly Picnic,” this Friday, where 
American and rainbow flags will 
fly together. Hosted by Yerba 
Buena Arts & Events, the picnic 
draws thousands of people year¬ 


ly, and is an opportunity for 
LGBT couples and families to 
meet and mingle. 

Described as “one of San Fran¬ 
cisco’s most unique family tradi¬ 
tions” by Mario Garcia Durham, 
executive director of Yerba Buena 
Arts & Events, the picnic will fea¬ 
ture performances by the San 
Francisco Lesbian/Gay Freedom 
Band; the Dixieland Dykes; and 
Jackie Jones and Her Tap Dancing 
Cat. A cupcake walk will take 
place with the Sisters of Perpetual 
Indulgence, and kid karaoke and 
animal call contests will feature 
prizes. 

“The day is about celebrating 
America’s true family values of 
love, laughter, support, and shar¬ 
ing,” according to organizers. 

The event is free to the public 


and runs from 11 a.m. to 4 p.m. at 
Esplanade Gardens, located at 
Mission Street between 3rd and 
4th streets in San Francisco’s 
SOMA District. Only service ani¬ 
mals are allowed inside the gar¬ 
dens, and alcoholic beverages and 
cooking are prohibited. 

Yerba Buena Gardens is a short 
walk from the BART/Muni Powell 
and. Montgomery Street stations.

DSCS hosts Dolores Park 
food fest next weekend

S unday, July 13 may be like 
any other weekend day for 
local San Franciscans hoping 
to get some fresh air, but Dolores 
Park enthusiasts will notice that 
their regular stomping grounds 
will be a bit more festive and deli¬ 
cious from 1-6 p.m. 

Dolores Street Community 
Services is hosting its first-ever 
“Dolores Eats” in the park, featur¬ 
ing the finest sample-sized por¬ 
tions from the area’s best restau¬ 
rants; more than 30 different busi¬ 
ness and crafts vendors; multicul¬ 
tural dance performances; and 
headlining entertainment. 

Dolores Eats is free to the pub¬ 
lic, with affordable food available 
for purchase from Delfina, Tao 
Cafe, Ramblas Tapas, Foreign Cin¬ 
ema, Luna Park, and other neigh¬ 
borhood favorites. 

While snacking on what would 
normally require a reservation or 
long wait, parkgoers can enjoy the 
talent of Bonnie Hayes, whose 
songs have been performed by 
Bette Midler, Robert Cray, Adam 
Ant, Bonnie Raitt, David Crosby, 
and Cher. Also performing is 
rhythm & blues vocalist Tim 
Hockenberry; the contemporary 
jazz group Claudio Medeiros Trio; 
and the Brazilian and Latin influ¬ 
enced Double or Nothing. 


The event is the first of its kind 
for DSCS, which for more than 20 
years has provided neighborhood- 
friendly and culturally appropri¬ 
ate services to people with AIDS, 
the homeless, and other margin¬ 
alized populations. 

Seeking to create a fundraiser 
that stood out from the crowd, 
DSCS staff, board members, 
donors, and volunteers brain¬ 
stormed to come up with Dolores 
Eats, which is expected to attract 
over 2,000 people this year. This 
will be an annual event for DSCS, 
said the organization’s develop¬ 
ment manager Mason Jeffrys, who 
expects attendance to grow to over 
5,000 in the years to come. 

“Everyone was enthusiastic 
about a food festival. There are so 
many great restaurants in the area, 
and to have a public event, we de¬ 
cided, would really help with the 
exposure we’ve been trying to get,” 
said Jeffrys. “It’s a great opportuni¬ 
ty to raise money and get our name 
out there. We’ve been around for a 
long time, but some people are still 
unclear about what we do.” 

DSCS runs the Dolores Hous¬ 
ing Program, a 120-bed emer¬ 
gency housing and services pro¬ 
gram for men, primarily the Lati¬ 
no working homeless. Its shelters 
include the only one of its kind for 
men in the Mission and Castro 
districts, and the program pro¬ 
vides case management, HIV pre¬ 


vention, English classes, and access 
to job training for its residents. 

At least one of these 25-bed 
shelters will have to close if the 
city budget cannot replace state 
funds that were recently cut; 
DSCS Executive Director Bob 
Nelson has asked community 
members to write to the Board of 
Supervisors and urge members to 
restore $50,000 of funding. A loss 
of one of DSCS shelters, said Nel¬ 
son, means losing 25 percent of 
such shelters in the city. 

DSCS also runs the Richard M. 
Cohen residence, a 10-bed, 24- 
hour care Victorian residence for 
homeless men and women with 
AIDS. It is the only area facility of 
its kind that is not housed in an 
institutionalized setting. 

And DSCS’s Valencia Commu¬ 
nity Center, at 20th and Liberty 
streets, hosts 12-step programs, 
needle exchange, HIV testing and 
vaccination clinics, and a variety 
of support and informational 
groups. 

Next Sunday’s fundraiser, said 
Jeffrys “is coming together nicely, 
and for a first-year event, is going 
to be really great.” 

Anyone planning on a day out¬ 
doors should stop by Dolores 
Park, which is located on Dolores 
Street, between 18th and 20th 
streets.

EQCA dinner draws a crowd

T he staff at Equality Califor¬ 
nia, one of the state’s LGBT 
lobbying groups, couldn’t 
have planned it better. The day 
they held the “Life, Love, and Leg¬ 
islation” dinner - Thursday, June 
26 - was the same day that the 
U.S. Supreme Court struck down 
the country’s remaining sodomy 
laws. People definitely had some¬ 
thing to cheer about. 

“Today is a special day,” Execu¬ 
tive Director Geoff Kors told the 
hundreds who had gathered at the 
Westin St. Francis Hotel in down¬ 


town San Francisco. Kors recalled 
that 17 years ago, he was in the 
Castro with others singing “We 
Shall Overcome” after the high 
court’s Bowers v. Hardwick deci¬ 
sion that upheld sodomy laws. 

“Today, Gilbert [Baker] took 
down the rainbow flag and re¬ 
placed it with the American flag,” 
Kors said. 

The dinner was held to honor 
the state’s LGBT Legislative Cau¬ 
cus, and several of the members 
attended, including Assembly¬ 
woman Jackie Goldberg (D-Los 
Angeles), Assemblyman Mark 
Leno (D-San Francisco), and As¬ 
semblyman John Laird (D-Santa 


Cruz). State Senator Sheila Kuehl 
(D-Santa Monica) and Assembly¬ 
woman Christine Kehoe (D-San 
Diego), the other members of the 
caucus, were unable to attend. 

The event also recognized sev¬ 
eral individuals and raised money 
for EQCA to continue its lobbying 
efforts on behalf of several LGBT 
bills now pending in the state Leg¬ 
islature. Those bills are: 

• AB205, the Domestic Part¬ 
ners Rights and Responsibilities 
Act (Goldberg), which will grant 
registered domestic partners near¬ 
ly all of the benefits and obliga¬ 
tions currently available only to

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Magnet health center 
for gay men opens

ast the metal wall with al¬ 
phabet magnets and behind 
the lounge area stands the 
concierge’s station. 

The concierge will hand each 
“customer” who approaches a 
“menu” of sexual health choices 
from which they can choose. 
Items include a gonorrhea and 
chlamydia test, an HIV antibody 
test, hepatitis vaccination, or 
syphilis test. 

Or there is the sexual health 
“Tune-Up” which the menu de¬ 
scribes as a “30,000-mile or 3- 
month check-up for your body.” 

Once the customer selects 
which menu items they would 
like, the concierge will take the 
form and arrange to have a staff 
person talk to them about their 
specific needs. 

“I am going to be there to 
make sure everyone is comfort¬ 
able and those who have some ap¬ 
prehension coming to a clinic or 
center feels welcome there,” said 
Ken Muse, who left Nordstrom’s 
to assume the role of Magnet 
concierge. 

So begins a visit to Magnet, the 
new health center for gay men 
opening in the Castro this month. 
Supporters of the new venture 
aim to change how gay men view 
their health and the health of their 
community. 

“We are not just about treating 
sexually transmitted diseases. We 
are approaching gay men’s health 
from the context of how we live 
our lives,” said Magnet director 
Steve Gibson. “We are not just 
going to be a clinic. We are calling 
it the anti-clinic.” 

For Gregory Hubbard, Mag¬ 
net’s service coordinator, that 
means doing things outside of the 
box when it comes to gay men’s 
health. It also means making men 
feel more comfortable coming to 
Magnet. 

“We are going to try to attract 
individuals in the community 
who are interested in their sexual 
health. In doing so we are not 
going to try to change behaviors 
as far as sexual behavior, but have 
people become more aware of 
what they could be doing due to 
their decisions,” said Hubbard. 

A lot of what Magnet will do is 
based on community input. For 
two years a group of gay men met 
to plan for the health center. In¬ 
evitably, how Magnet will run is 
based on what the men didn’t like 
about going to city run clinics. 

Everything from the decor and 
atmosphere to the layout of the 
center stemmed from that input. 
The bathrooms at Magnet have 
been laid out close to the screen¬ 
ing rooms and a passageway the 
staff has dubbed a “gloryhole” has 
been built so urine specimens can 
be passed from customers in the 
bathroom directly to the center’s 
lab area. 

Unlike more traditional health 
clinics, where the focus is on treat¬ 
ing diseases and not individuals, 
Magnet is focused on treating the 
person. And it is designed in a way 
to remove the stigma many gay 
men feel when they access medical 
services. 

“This is the first time a health 
center is asking what they want in¬ 
stead of a ‘doctor knows best’ ap¬ 
proach,” said Gibson. “City Clinic 
isn’t designed for gay men. They

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M omentous. Landmark. A sea change. 
Those are just a few of the thoughts 
that come to mind now that the U.S. 
Supreme Court has thrown out the Texas 
anti-sodomy law with its ruling June 26 in 
Lawrence v. Texas ; and, with that decision, 
overturned its 1986 Bowers v. Hardwick rul¬ 
ing that previously upheld such sodomy 
statutes. While we were cautiously optimistic 
that the largely conservative court would 
rule against the Texas homosexual conduct 
law, we were overjoyed at the breadth and 
scope of last week’s truly historic 6-3 deci¬ 
sion. That this is a huge legal victory for gays 
and lesbians cannot be overstated. 

Justice Anthony Kennedy, who wrote the 
majority opinion in the Lawrence case, stat¬ 
ed unequivocally that gays have the right to 
privacy as it applies to what they do in their 
bedrooms. He also wrote that the Bowers 
decision was wrong: “The central holding of 
Bowers has been brought in question by this 
case, and it should be addressed. Its contin¬ 
uance as precedent demeans the lives of ho¬ 
mosexual persons.” He further wrote, “Bow¬ 
ers was not correct when it was decided, and 
it is not correct today. It ought not remain 
binding precedent. Bowers v. Hardwick 
should be and now is overturned.” 

Gays are “entitled to respect for their pri¬ 
vate lives,” Kennedy stated in the opinion. 
“The state cannot demean their existence or 
control their destiny by making their private 
sexual conduct a crime.” 

Kennedy also pointed out that “the stig¬ 
ma this criminal statute [the Texas law] im¬ 
poses, moreover, is not trivial. The offense, 
to be sure, is but a class C misdemeanor, a 
minor offense in the Texas legal system. Still, 
it remains a criminal offense with all that 
imports for the dignity of the persons 
charged. ... Furthermore, the Texas crimi¬ 
nal conviction carries with it the other col¬ 
lateral consequences always following a con¬ 
viction, such as notations on job applica¬ 
tions forms, to mention but one example.” 

Anti-sodomy laws have been used to jus¬ 
tify discrimination against gays on a num¬ 
ber of issues, as Kate Kendell, executive di¬ 
rector of the National Center for Lesbian 
Rights, noted, including employment, | 


adoption, custody, and immigration. 

Last week’s decision has already had an im¬ 
mediate effect. On Friday, June 27, the 
Supreme Court set aside the lengthy prison 
sentence imposed on a gay Kansas 
teenager for having sex with a 
younger boy. The New York Times 
reported that the court vacated the , 
17-year prison sentence and re¬ 
turned the case to Kansas courts 
“for further consideration in light of 
Lawrence v. Texas.” The reason was be¬ 
cause the Kansas law under which the boy 
was convicted is different from 
the law used to prosecute het¬ 
erosexual teenage couples. In 
those instances, the most com¬ 
mon punishment is probation under Kansas’ 
so-called Romeo and Juliet law. The probation 
option, however, is not available to same-sex 
teenage couples convicted of the same crime. 

We believe the debate over gay marriage 
will only grow louder as a result of the 
Supreme Court decision and the announce¬ 


ment last month that Canada is allowing 
same-sex marriage. Granting civil marriage 
to lesbian and gay couples is the next logical 
step on the road to full equality, though we 
certainly expect the religious conservatives 
to put up a tough fight all the way. 
There are other battles to fight as well, 
including employment discrimina¬ 
tion based on sexual orientation and 
gender identity and the military’s 
failed “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” policy 
prohibiting gays and lesbians from 
serving openly in the armed forces. 
All of these issues will face 
more scrutiny in light of last 
week’s historic court decision 
striking down sodomy laws. 

With last week’s ruling, the nation’s high¬ 
est court has taken a giant step toward full 
equality for gay and lesbian Americans. The 
court has also told the government to stay 
out of our bedrooms when it involves con¬ 
sensual sexual activities between two adults. 

We’ll take that victory. T

e’ve had a lot to celebrate the past 
couple of weeks. Between Canada 
committing to same-sex marriage, 
the Supreme Court’s landmark decision last 
Thursday declaring our right to privacy, and 
a wonderful Pride weekend, it’s been good 
to be gay. But, before you pack away your 
party hat, we’d like to invite you to one 
more celebration: the grand opening of 
Magnet. 

What is Magnet, you ask? You may have 
read about us in the last few weeks. About 
two years ago, a group of community mem¬ 
bers, activists, and public health workers 
came together to plan something new for 
gay men’s sexual health. As a community 
advisory board, calling ourselves “Cas- 
troguys,” we also sought your input. You 
may have given your opinions to get a “We 
Need It Bad” T-shirt last year on the street; 
participated in an “idea chat;” or taken a 
“Top,” “Bottom,” or “Versatile” balloon at 
the 2002 Castro Street Fair and told us what 
you thought about names for the place. 
Magnet was the winner! 

As the construction ends, the paint dries 
on the walls, and we load in furniture, we’d 
like to introduce ourselves and tell you what 
we’re celebrating. Magnet’s main goal is to 
promote the health of gay men who live, 
work, or play in the Castro. How will we 
achieve this? To begin with, Magnet will 
provide sexual health services: screenings, 
treatment, and information. Everyone from 
the Healthy Penis to newspaper articles have 
urged you get tested regularly for sexually 
transmitted diseases and HIV, now you have 
a convenient, safe, and fun place to do so. 
Beyond that, Magnet is also a place to come 
together, attend or create outrageous events, 
take in an art show, enjoy a variety of other 



social opportunities, or just find someone 
to talk to - all in a space organized specifi¬ 
cally by and for gay men. 

So while the nation celebrates its inde¬ 
pendence this week, we at Magnet are cele¬ 
brating not only our grand opening, but 
also our own “Declaration of Indepen¬ 
dence:” 

We celebrate independence from being 
treated and classified as “MSM” - sim¬ 
ply the embodiment of certain be¬ 
haviors rather than as gay men with 
our own identities. 

At Magnet, we believe that as gay 
men, our sexuality is an integral, 
but not the only, component, in 
how we define ourselves as indi¬ 
viduals and as a commu¬ 
nity. We have our own 
cultural norms, practices, 
and celebrations and we 
will not be defined solely by our sexual 
practices. 

We celebrate independence from the no¬ 
tion that gay men’s health is just about our 
genitals. 

At Magnet, we believe that our health 
and well-being have physical, mental, spiri¬ 
tual, and social aspects. Our sexual health is 
part of our overall health and we share a re¬ 
sponsibility for it - for ourselves, our part¬ 
ners, and our community. Our vision of gay 
men’s health includes community building 
and working for social justice. 

We celebrate our independence from 
being tied to funding that comes with 
strings held by bigoted and homophobic 
legislators who demand oversight and en¬ 
gage in antigay witch-hunts. 

At Magnet, because our start-up funding 
does not come from the federal govern¬ 
ment, we have no allegiance to, and thus are 
free from the ultra-conservative agenda of 
the current administration or right-wing 


legislators hell-bent on demanding total ab¬ 
stinence from gay men. We are free to do 
and say what we want, and to address our 
community in ways that are appropriate for 
us. That means that you can expect us to be 
irreverent, funny, and most of all sexy (you 
may have noticed our slide show on the side 
of our space on Pink Saturday). Bigoted, 
homophobic legislators have no power 
here! 

We celebrate our independence from hav¬ 
ing to access services that are not geared to us, 
are loaded with judgment and in- 
sensitivity, and are inconvenient 
or inappropriate for our needs. 

Believe it or not, Magnet is a 
new concept for San Francisco. 
Here we have the 
renowned Lyon-Martin 
Women’s Health Ser¬ 
vices, the Tom Waddell 
Clinic for transgender people, and sex 
workers have the St. James Infirmary. But 
while gay men are served at many places, 
and many of those places do great work, 
there hasn’t been a place especially for us 
until now. We think it’s way overdue. 

So come check us out and join us for our 
opening celebrations on Friday, July 4 from 
5-8 p.m. at 4122 18th Street for a blessing 
from the Sisters of Perpetual Indulgence, the 
sounds of the SF Lesbian/Gay Chorus, and 
some very special cakes. Or, visit us on the 
Web at www.magnetsf.org and see what we’re 
doing next. Make sure to check out our 
events calendar and put one or more on your 
own calendar to attend. See you there! ▼

To queer a mockingbird

R ! ecently, I watched To Kill a 
* Mockingbird again - actor 
i Gregory Peck’s death and 
the numerous tributes that fol¬ 
lowed made me nostalgic for a 
movie I’ve seen at least 10 times. 
The homages to Peck zeroed in on 
the film’s treatment of racial in¬ 
justice, which drives the plot. For 
many lesbians and gay men the 
movie, and the book by Harper 
Lee from which it was adapted, 
have additional resonance and 
meaning; four years ago, for ex¬ 
ample, the Publishing Triangle, a 
group of gay people in the book 
industry, listed Lee’s novel among 
the 100 greatest “gay books.” In¬ 
deed, although Mockingbird has 
no overtly gay characters or plot, 
its focus on the complexities of 
difference makes it profoundly 
queer. 

If To Kill a Mockingbird were 
solely about race, the book and 
movie might not have stood the 
test of time, since both in¬ 
clude stereotypes. There’s 
Tom Robinson, the “strong 
young Negro man” who, after 
a full day’s work in the field, 
happily does chores for a 
white woman and refuses 
to take any pay. 

Calpurnia is the good 
black maid who does¬ 
n’t seem to 
have a family 
of her own 
and so always 
has time for her young white 
charges. Bob Ewell is the dirty, 
drunken, “nigger”-spouting “poor 
white trash.” And, of course, 
there’s Atticus Finch, the noble 
white lawyer who puts his own 
safety and that of his children on 
the line to defend a black man. In 
Mockingbird , racism gets neatly 
compartmentalized: It’s not so 
much an institutional problem as 
it is the fault of poor, uneducated 
white Southerners. 

But Mockingbird s broader, un¬ 
derlying theme of difference is, I 
think, what has resonated so long 
for so many people, including 
queers. Fear of difference contin¬ 
ues to plague this country; the 
LGBT community personally ex¬ 
periences it every time a hate

crime occurs or an 
antigay ballot initia¬ 
tive gets off the 
ground or a 
politician or 
clergymem- 
ber pub¬ 
licly likens 
us to child 
molesters. 

Differ¬ 
ence - and 
how people 
react to it - 
permeates the 
book and the 
movie. A colleague 
of mine once pro¬ 
claimed 

tomboy/transgirl 
Scout Finch - 
who plays with 
boys, hates dress¬ 
es, covets her fa¬ 
ther’s pocket watch, and starts fist- 
fights - one of the top lesbian film 
protagonists of all time. Indeed, 
for many lesbians of my genera¬ 
tion who saw the movie as chil¬ 
dren and then read the book 
as adolescents, Scout was a 
hero, a strong-willed girl 
character not usually de¬ 
picted in decades past and 
never extolled. There’s also 
Dill, the sissy boy, a char¬ 
acter influenced by Lee’s 
queer childhood friend 
Truman Capote. And Atti¬ 
cus himself is 
hardly a tra- 

_ ditional 

manly man, 
since he eschews football and guns 
for reading and contemplation. 
On top of that, he’s a single par¬ 
ent, a sort of father and mother 
rolled into one. 

The queerest figure in Mock¬ 
ingbird , however, is Boo Radley, 
the ultimate “other,” whom chil¬ 
dren and adults obsess about, 
swapping stories that detail what 
he looks like, what he’s done to 
other people, even what he eats. 
Watching the movie again, I was 
reminded of the tall tales religious 
right-wingers use to demonize gay 
people and thus to justify discrim¬ 
ination against us - we recruit 
children, for example, or eat each 
other’s feces, or engage in sex acts 
involving gerbils. Much like Boo 
Radley, gay people embody some 


ignorant people’s 
worst fears. 
Ironically, at the 
end of the book 
and movie it’s 
Boo who 
“comes out” 
of his isola¬ 
tion to save 
the Finch 
children, 
proving that 
the real threat 
all along wasn’t 
him, but bigotry 
and narrow-mind¬ 
edness. 

The mandate of the story, 
ys then, is tolerance. “You never 
Vs really understand a person,” 
Vy Atticus tells Scout, “until 

you climb inside his skin 
and walk around in it.” That, 
he advises her, is the “recipe for 
getting along with all kinds of 
folks” - trying to understand an¬ 
other person’s perspective instead 
of automatically expecting others 
to agree with ours. 

More than 40 years later, Atti- 
cus’s recipe is something that still 
eludes many of us, straight and 
gay. People continue to create cat¬ 
egories of acceptability, based on 
those who “fit in” and those who 
don’t, those who are like us and 
those who aren’t. Difference can 
be anything from the obvious, like 
skin color or nationality, to the 
more subtle, like sexual orienta¬ 
tion or religion. Within the LGBT 
community, for example, some of 
us balk at those who are too obvi¬ 
ously queer-looking or -acting, 
like transpeople - and also those 
who are presumably not queer 
enough, like bisexuals. 

If you haven’t seen or read To 
Kill a Mockingbird in a while, take 
another look. The haunting story 
encourages us to overcome the 
impulse to push away those who 
aren’t just like us or those we don’t 
understand, and instead to accept 
them as fellow human beings. ▼

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GOP legislators to blame 
for budget stalemate

uesday’s July 1 official dead¬ 
line for the new California 
state budget has come and 
gone and with it comes the state 
facing cuts in payments to a host 
of programs like needed funds to 
community colleges, school dis¬ 
tricts, and numerous county so¬ 
cial service programs, to name but 
a few. And further, if, as some sus¬ 
pect, the Sacramento budget stale¬ 
mate continues into next month, 
California could completely run 
out of cash, forcing the state into 
further dire straits because it can¬ 
not borrow money until it has 
somehow enacted a spending 
plan. 

Democrats control the state 
Senate by a 25-15 plurality and 
have a 48-32 majority in the As¬ 
sembly, so it is the Democrats in 
the Legislature that are to blame 
for the fact that the state is - for 
the 15th time in the past 25 years 
- starting its fiscal year without a 
budget, right? Wrong. Indeed, it is 
the actions of the Republican mi¬ 
nority in both houses of the Leg¬ 
islature that have forced this cur¬ 
rent budget gridlock. 

California is one of only 
three states in the nation 
that requires a two-thirds 
majority of the legislature 
to pass a budget. This 
means that with all 25 
Democrats voting to¬ 
gether in the Senate 
they would still need 
two Republi¬ 
can votes while 
the Assembly 
would require 
the vote of all 48 Democratic 
members plus the votes of six Re¬ 
publican members. It isn’t going 
to happen. Republicans feel the 
longer they can hold off, the more 
frustrated Californians will be¬ 
come with the stalemate, and the 
more trouble that spells for De¬ 
mocratic Governor Gray Davis 
when it comes to the recall effort. 

Republican leaders, led by state 
Senator Jim Brulte (Rancho Cu¬ 
camonga), bluntly ordered their 
members in both the Senate and 
the Assembly not to vote for any 
increases - none at all, regardless 
of the outcome. Therefore, Davis 
and the Democratic majority 
must manage the $38 billion bud¬ 
get deficit, much of it caused by 
the actions of a previous Republi¬ 
can governor, solely on cutting 
services and/or hopefully rolling 
part of the debt over by Abating a 
loan from Wall Street. The Demo- 
cratic-controlled Senate has al¬ 
ready passed some $12 billion in 
cuts so far (many without the 
votes of some Republican mem¬ 
bers) and ultimately will be forced 
to abide by the will of the Repub¬ 
lican minority who are holding 
the state hostage to their senseless 
demands by finding and the im¬ 
plementing even further cuts in 
state services. GOP legislators 
even oppose a one-half cent sales 
increase spread over five years that 
would be necessary to pay the cost 
of the $10.7 billion bond they 
themselves want to float in the 
form of a loan, depending on 
whether Wall street lendei^will 
agree to such a bond. 

The Republican minority in 
the Legislature knows it has the 
Democratic majority over the po¬ 
litical barrel and insiders tell me 
that it is only a matter of time 


until Assembly and Senate Demo¬ 
cratic leaders will have to roll over 
and cave in to Republican de¬ 
mands if there is to be a budget. 

Does all of this sound crazy? It 
is, and will remain so unless and 
until California voters change the 
necessary two-thirds rule for pas¬ 
sage of a budget and get behind a 
plan called the Budget 
Accountability Act that 
is now being circulated 
for signatures for the 
March 2004 ballot. 
The plan is backed in 
large part by numer¬ 
ous labor unions as 
well as the League of 
Women’s Vot¬ 
ers; if would 
lower the 
threshold re¬ 
quired for passing a budget from 
the current two-thirds majority to 
a 55 percent majority. Clearly, if 
that were now the law, this budget 
would be a done thing. That’s be¬ 
cause the Democrats control more 
than 55 percent of the Legislature 
and could push through the 
spending plan without a single 
Republican vote. The measure 
would also force the state Legisla¬ 
ture to stay in session until a bud¬ 
get plan is approved if it missed 
the June 15 constitutional dead¬ 
line. 

Predictably, California Repub¬ 
licans have chosen to fight the 
proposed measure while the ma¬ 
jority Democratic Party will sup¬ 
port it. The measure is expected to 
qualify for the March 2004 ballot 
and should pass. If all this usual 
bull about “majority rule” hap¬ 
pens to remind you of a presiden¬ 
tial contest in 2000 where the can¬ 
didate with half a million less 
votes than his opponent took over 
the White House, well, the com¬ 
parison is certainly not lost on me. 
The winner, or the majority, does¬ 
n’t always win - AI Gore knows 
that only too well; so does Gray 
Davis and the Democratic major¬ 
ity in the California Legislature. 

Politics & people 

A great Pride Parade Sunday. 
Great crowds, good weather, great 
spirit; everyone had a great time. 
Well, almost; there was the one 
ugly incident when the a half 
dozen or so members of the 
shameless Gay Shame group 
jumped the barricades, reportedly 
with weapons of some kind or an¬ 
other, in an attempt to attack Su¬ 
pervisor Gavin Newsom’s con¬ 
tingent. Hey, dislike the guy if you 
want, but do so peacefully. Sever¬ 


al were apparently arrested, but, 
not to worry, District Attorney 

Terence Hallinan will likely drop 
the charges. 

Does that suggest the city 
needs a new district attorney? For 
damned sure, and the reception 
that Kamala Harris got riding in 
Sunday’s parade with Assembly- 
man Mark Leno (D-San Francis¬ 
co) was one that any candidate 
would like. 

Others in the Pride Parade 
who received good receptions 
from the hundreds of thousands 
along Market Street were mayoral 
candidates Tom Ammiano and 
Susan Leal, City Attorney Den¬ 
nis Herrera, District 8 Supervisor 
Bevan Dufty, state Board of 
Equalization Chairwoman Carole 
Migden, Sheriff Mike Hen¬ 
nessey, San Diego District Attor¬ 
ney Bonnie Dumanis, and As¬ 
semblyman John Laird (D-Santa 
Cruz). Among the groups getting 
the best response were those from 
the AIDS organizations, groups 
advocating for same-sex marriage, 
and others like the newly-formed 
SFPD Pride Alliance. It was a great 
parade, and a well done to its or¬ 
ganizers. 

Those attending the sold-out 
dinner Saturday night at the Fair¬ 
mont for Senator Barbara Boxer 
(D-California) came away con¬ 
vinced they met a sure candidate 
for president in 2008 in the person 
of New York Senator Hillary Rod¬ 
ham Clinton. “She’s good, 
damned good,” said one local De¬ 
mocrat who shared the dais with 
Senators Boxer, Dianne Feinstein 
(D-California), and Clinton. 

Meanwhile, President George 
Bush picked up a cool $2 million 
from a quick luncheon in the Bay 
Area last Friday, although he got 
no closer to San Francisco than 
the airport Marriott before wing¬ 
ing down to Los Angeles to grab 
another $3 million at a dinner 
where former San Franciscan 
Johnny Mathis sang the nation¬ 
al anthem (hey, not all celebs are 
Democrats; it’s rumored that 
Charlton Heston and Bo Derek 
showed up).

Who was Jean Cocteau?

July 5, 1889 (114 years ago this 
week): Jean Cocteau is born near 
Paris, France. 

U ean Cocteau was a prolific 

if novelist, playwright, illustra¬ 
te tor, and film director who 
helped define the French avant- 
garde of the 1920s and 1930s. Al¬ 
though best known today for films 
starring longtime lover Jean 
Marais, Cocteau maintained that 
all of his work was poetry. 

Cocteau was born in 1889 into 
a well-to-do family in Maisons- 
Laffitte, a town near Paris. His fa¬ 
ther committed suicide when 
Cocteau was a boy, and through¬ 
out his life he remained close to 
his mother. An indifferent stu¬ 
dent, Cocteau attended the Lycee 
Condorcet, where he met one of 
his earliest romantic interests, a 
classmate named Pierre 
Dargelos, who would later 
inspire characters in sever¬ 
al of Cocteaus works. 

In his late teens 
Cocteau became involved 
with the circle of artists and 
intellectuals who frequent¬ 
ed Paris’ Montpar¬ 
nasse neighborhood. 

Stage actor Edouard 
de Max, a denizen of 
the gay Parisian social scene, took 
an interest in the young man’s 
work and helped him publish his 
first book of poetry at age 19. 
Cocteau would later say that the 
cafes and salons of Paris were his 
Sorbonne. 

Over the years Cocteau’s circle 
of friends and collaborators grew 
to include many of the leading 
artists of his day, including 
painters Pablo Picasso and 
Amedeo Modigliani, poet Max 
Jacob, composer Igor Stravinsky, 
ballet director Sergei Diaghilev, 
and writers Marcel Proust and 
Colette (who was at one time his 
neighbor). Wealthy women - in¬ 
cluding fashion designer Coco 
Chanel - supported his work, and 
he wrote a play for chanteuse 
Edith Piaf. 

Just as he himself had benefit¬ 
ed from the patronage of older 
mentors, Cocteau nurtured the 
careers of younger artists, some of 
whom were his lovers. When he 
was 30, he met Raymond Ra- 
diguet, a 16-year-old writer whom 
he likened to Arthur Rimbaud, 
and the two began a four-year re¬ 
lationship. When Radiguet died of

typhoid fever in 1923, Cocteau 
was despondent and began using 
opium - an addiction with which 
he would struggle for the rest of 
his life. 

Renowned for his use of 
multiple media, Cocteau 
produced some of his best 
work in the 1920s and 
1930s, including the stage 
play Orphee (Orpheus), 
the novel Les enfants terri- 
bles (The Holy Terrors ), and 
the classic surrealist 
film Le sang d’un 
poete (Blood of a 
Poet). His work often 
featured characters from Greek 
mythology and fairy tales, and his 
films included dreamlike images 
of statues coming to life and peo¬ 
ple passing through mirrors. He 
produced many explicit homo¬ 
erotic drawings - including a 
sketch of two sailors having sex 
for Jean Genet’s infamous novel 
Querelle de Brest- and also creat¬ 
ed pottery, tapestries, and jewelry. 

Although generally quite open 
about his sexuality, in 1928 
Cocteau anonymously published 
Le livre blanc (The White Book), a 
semi-autobiographical novel con¬ 
demning society’s homophobia. 
The book’s narrator has many ho¬ 
mosexual liaisons, and his at¬ 
tempts to go straight are foiled as 
he falls in love first with a girl¬ 
friend’s pimp and later with his fi¬ 
ancee’s brother. “I realized I had 
taken a wrong turn. I vowed that I 
would not get lost again, that in 
the future I would go straight 
along my own path instead of 
going astray on someone else’s,” 
the narrator concludes - a philos¬ 
ophy reflected in Cocteau’s own 
artistic and romantic life. 

In 1937 Cocteau took the 


handsome neophyte actor Jean 
Marais under his wing and made 
him a star. The men lived togeth¬ 
er for many years and remained 
close until Cocteau’s death. Marais 
encouraged Cocteau to make a 
film of La belle et la bete (Beauty 
and the Beast), in which Marais 
played both the beast and the 
heroine’s human suitor. In 1949 
Cocteau directed a film version of 
Orphee (starring Marais as a poet 
loosely modeled after Cocteau), 
and a decade later he made Le tes¬ 
tament d'Orphee (The Testament 
of Orpheus), which featured the 
70-year-old Cocteau playing him¬ 
self. 

Always an iconoclast, Cocteau 
eschewed authority of all sorts - 
the state, the Catholic Church, po¬ 
litical parties, academia, and the 
art world itself. “The instinct of 
nearly all societies is to lock up 
anybody who is truly free,” he 
once said. “First, society begins by 
trying to beat you up. If this fails, 
they try to poison you. If this fails 
too, they finish by loading honors 
on your head.” Indeed, Cocteau 
received many such honors, in¬ 
cluding membership in the 
French Academy, the Academy of 
Belgium, and the French Legion 
of Honor. 

Upon hearing of the death of 
the great Piaf, for whom he had 
been recording a radio tribute, 
Cocteau died of a heart attack on 
October 11,1963. Marais was dev¬ 
astated by Cocteau’s death, writing 
later that a part of himself had 
died that day, too. Asked by an in¬ 
terviewer what he would say to 
Cocteau if he were to come back to 
life, Marais answered, “I wouldn’t 
say anything. I would kiss him.” T

F ronting Bombay Restaurant, 
2217 Market Street, June 28, 
9p.m.: During the Pink Sat¬ 
urday festivities, a woman tied 
her dog to a tree facing Bombay 
Restaurant and went inside to eat 
dinner with a group of friends. 
When she came out about 45 
minutes later, her dog - a pure 
bred chocolate Labrador re¬ 
triever - was gone. The 
woman and her 
friends searched the 
large crowd for her 
dog named “Calle- 
baut” but could not 
find him. Visibly 
upset and crying, 
the womarr con¬ 
tacted a police of¬ 
ficer and reported 
the theft. The offi¬ 
cer broadcast a description of the 
dog over the radio for other offi¬ 
cers to be on the lookout. Sever¬ 
al merchants in the area were no¬ 
tified as well, but with the large 
crowd - estimated at 50,000 - 
those searching for the pet con¬ 
ceded it would be like finding a 
needle in a haystack. About three 
hours later, however, a police of¬ 
ficer patrolling Market Street 
near Laguna saw a man walking 
westbound with a large brown 
dog. Aware of the stolen 
Labrador, the officer swung 
around and stopped the man in 
front of the LGBT Community 
Center. “Whose dog is this?” the 
officer asked. “It’s my dog,” said 
the man. “Isn’t she nice?” The of¬ 
ficer looked down at the dog’s 
collar and read the tag, which 
said, “Callebaut.” The 57-year- 
old suspect was arrested and 
taken to Mission Station where 
he admitted taking the dog in 
front of the restaurant. The al¬ 
leged dognapper was booked for 
grand theft and possession of 


stolen property. Callebaut’s pet 
guardian was notified that her 
dog had been found, and she 
quickly responded to the scene 
for a happy reunion. 

Male delivery 

Dolores Park, June 28, 7:26 
p.m.: As several thousand people 
gathered at Dolores Park for the 
beginning of the Dyke March, a 
man walked through the crowd 
screaming obscenities and 
exposing himself. Several 
women told the man to 
leave, but he became 
angrier and chal¬ 
lenged them to fight, 
swinging his fists at 
them. Fearing he 
was going to hurt 
someone, several 
women tackled 
the man to the 
ground. One 
woman took the man’s belt that 
was falling off his pants and used 
it to restrain him until police ar¬ 
rived. The assailant managed to 
grab it out of her hands and 
swung it around, striking her in 
the face. Another woman was hit 
in the mouth with a fist, but was 
unsure if the suspect hit her or 
she was just caught in the fracas. 
Police soon arrived and placed 
the man into protective custody 
in the back of their patrol car. 
The suspect began to kick at the 
ceiling of the car and scream pro¬ 
fanities. At the county jail, the 
suspect kicked his pants off then 
kicked a deputy in the shins. 
After he was placed in the cell, the 
man banged his head against the 
wall, cutting his forehead, then 
climbed the privacy wall next to 
the bathroom stall and threat¬ 
ened to kick a deputy in the face 
and break his nose. The man, 40, 
was booked for aggravated as¬ 
sault with a weapon, battery on a 
peace officer, resisting arrest, and 
drunk in public. 


Smashing 

Diesel, 400 Castro, June 28, 
12:46 a.m.: While standing at the 
bus stop in front of Diesel, a man 
noticed another man ride up on 
his bicycle, take something heavy 
out of his backpack, and throw it 
through one of the store win¬ 
dows. The suspect - described as 
a white male, 20-25 years old, 6 
feet tall, 180 pounds, with long 
brown hair, wearing a green shirt 
and brown pants - got back on 
his bike and rode southbound on 
Castro toward 18th Street. The 
witness arrived to check the dam¬ 
age and found a large concrete 
rock on the floor of the store. Es¬ 
timated cost of repair was $150. 

Armed groping 

Muni coach, 300 block of 
Church, June 30, 10:06 a.m.: Po¬ 
lice responded to a report of a 
man with a gun. When they ar¬ 
rived, the victim told them that 
he was riding the 22 Fillmore bus 
when a man sat down next to 
him and spread his legs against 
his. In an effort to get him to 
move over, the man pushed back 
on his legs. Angry, the suspect 
threatened, “I have a gun. Want 
to see it?” He then patted the side 
of his jacket where the victim 
could see the bulge protruding. 
Fearing for his life, the man exit¬ 
ed at Church and 15th streets 
and called 911. Officers radioed 
the bus and had it stopped, but 
the suspect - described as 
African American, 18-20 years 
old, 5 feet 8 inches, 145 pounds, 
wearing a dark fisherman’s hat, 
dark jacket, dark pants, and car¬ 
rying a light blue backpack - was

Nominate deserving older 
dykes for recognition

he energy and work of each 
If LGBT person adds up and 
II creates significant change 
over time, and many in the com¬ 
munity are recognizing that it’s 
time to pay tribute to those who 
have paved the way for the rest of 
us. 

The Pat Bond Memorial Old 
Dyke Awards is one such way to 
do that; named in memory of the 
late San Francisco performer, bar 
owner, and local icon, the awards 
are distributed every two years to 
older lesbians who have made 
outstanding contributions to the 
community and have not received 
adequate recognition. September 
30 is the deadline to submit nom¬ 
inations for the 2004 honorees. 

Female Bonding 

Pat Bond was born Patricia 
Childers in 1925 in Chicago. She 
enlisted in the U.S. Women’s 
Army Corps in 1945 in an at¬ 
tempt “to forget an unrequited 
love,” and to meet other women. 
In 1947, in occupied Japan, a les¬ 
bian witch-hunt began in the 
Army, during which 500 women 
were dishonorably discharged, 


and many had nervous break¬ 
downs or committed suicide. She 
escaped harassment by marrying 
Paul Bond, a gay man living in 
San Francisco. Her life in the city 
revolved around the thriving 
North Beach gay scene, and her 
involvement in various theater 
communities. 

In 1978, Bond appeared in the 
landmark documentary Word is 
Out, in which her performance as 
a storyteller stole the show. The 
decades that followed would see 
her career take off, and for many 
university audiences across the 
country, Bond was the first les¬ 
bian performer they had ever 
seen. 

In the fall of 1990, Pat Bond 
went into the hospital. Assuming 
she would be returning home, her 
friends raised money to pay for 
her home care. She died that 
Christmas Eve, with her friends 
singing carols around her bed. 
The money raised for her long¬ 
term care was then committed to 
honoring and empowering other 
older lesbian pioneers. 

The first Pat Bond Memorial 
Old Dyke Awards were given in 
1992. Every two years since then, 
the community has gathered to 
honor extraordinary old dykes in 


Bond’s memory. 

Last year’s honorees were Mar¬ 
ion Abdullah, Dottie Fowler, Bar¬ 
bara Konecny, Alice Molloy, and 
Carol Wilson. 

Next year’s honorees should 
demonstrate the same determina¬ 
tion that Bond had in creating a 
space for LGBT people to live 
freely and impact the world. 

Everyone is welcome to submit 
nominations for the Old Dyke 
Awards. Nominees must be out 
lesbians over the age of 60 and 
must be residents of San Francis¬ 
co, Marin, Sonoma, Alameda, 
Contra Costa, San Mateo, Santa 
Cruz, or Santa Clara counties. 

Those submitting nomina¬ 
tions should be able to list their 
nominee’s achievements, involve¬ 
ments, organization positions, 
and/or years of service to the 
community. Nominators must 
also provide their own contact in¬ 
formation.

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Gay AWOL Marine faces military 
prosecution, appeals to the public

' he United States Marine 

1 Corps decided in May that 
openly gay Marine Stephen 
Funk - who deserted his base for a 
month and claimed conscientious 
objector status when he turned 
himself in on April 1 - will face 
prosecution and possible jail time. 
This was an unexpected turn of 
events for Funk and his attorney 
Steve Collier, who predicted that 
Funk would most likely face desk 
duty and an honorable discharge. 

Last week, in an effort to re¬ 
publicize his case, Funk sent an 
open letter to the public, detailing 
his ordeal since April and appeal¬ 
ing for donations for his legal de¬ 
fense. 

“Under media attention, the 
military initially claimed my ap¬ 
plication for discharge would be 
handled quickly and fairly, and 
that I would likely receive only 
non-judicial punishment for my 
unauthorized absence,” wrote 
Funk in the June 26 letter, which 
was distributed throughout vari¬ 
ous organizations and e-mail lists. 


“Now that public scrutiny has 
died down the military says that I 
deserve to be convicted.” 

Funk, recently dubbed “the 
Marine America hates” by the gay 
Asian Noodle magazine, drew crit¬ 
icism for his desertion from with¬ 
in and outside the LGBT commu¬ 
nity. Some felt that Funk’s refusal 
to stay with his unit was cowardly, 
and that his decision to desert was 
an attempt to avoid combat. Oth¬ 
ers believed that he missed an op¬ 
portunity to highlight the homo- 
phobic “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” 
policy of the U.S. military; if he 
came out and was still sent to Iraq, 
they reasoned, he could have 
served as a better example than to 
claim opposition to war. 

Funk has confronted those 
criticisms, and in the summer 
issue of Noodle , explained that he 
was never in any danger of going 
to combat; his role would have 
been to deploy planes and moti¬ 
vate others to kill. He said his 
coming out was an attempt to be 
honest about who he was, and 
that his sexuality was just one of 
many factors that led to his dis¬ 
dain of military mentality. 


“Everything different is 
wrong,” Funk said in the inter¬ 
view. “If you’re too tall, you’re 
wrong. If you’re too short, you’re 
wrong. The military uses that to 
dehumanize the enemy. That way 
people aren’t averse to killing.” 

Collier, Funk’s attorney, also 
told the Bay Area Reporter that it 
probably would have been easier 
for Funk to get discharged under 
DADT rather than seeking consci¬ 
entious objector status. Funk’s 
motivation for claiming such sta¬ 
tus, he said, was purely on the basis 
of his opposition to killing others. 

“He didn’t want to be dis¬ 
charged for that [DADT] reason,” 
said Collier, who believes that the 
military decided to prosecute 
Funk because it is “retaliating

just treat the disease and don’t ad¬ 
dress the whole person.” 

“Or the whole community,” 
added Kevin Roe, Magnet’s com¬ 
munity organizer. 

In that regard Magnet intends 
to play a dual role in the lives of 
gay men who work, live, or play in 
the Castro. While Magnet will be 
collaborating with the city’s health 
department in addressing specific 
health concerns impacting gay 
men, it is also planning events that 
will attempt to build a sense of 
community. 

“What is the gay community in 
San Francisco?” asked Roe. 

“As for the concept of commu¬ 
nity, people love to tear it down,” 
said Gibson. “Most gay men 
weren’t born in San Francisco. A 
lot of us move here for what it 


against him for making public 
statements.” 

Funk said in his letter that 
while he opposes DADT, “I am 
not an advocate for gay inclusion 
in the military, because I person¬ 
ally do not support military ac¬ 
tion.” 

Collier is providing Funk with 
pro bono representation through 
the National Lawyers Guild, but 
related travel and research costs 
are adding up, and Funk’s letter 
indicated he needs to raise 
$10,000 within the next month. 

Funk’s military trial is sched¬ 
uled to begin August 11 in New 
Orleans, where he has been sta¬ 
tioned along with other conscien¬ 
tious objectors. In addition to jail 
time he faces a “bad conduct” dis- 


represents. Then you get here and 
it is not an easy city to live in. The 
community is large but also frac¬ 
tured.” 

To that end, Magnet wants to 
see all men come together, 
whether they are leather men or 
circuit queens. The center also 
wants to bring together HIV-pos¬ 
itive and HIV-negative men. 

“A critical role is to overcome 
this sero-divide. There is a lot of 
‘us versus them’ but not a lot of 
meaningful discussion going on 
between negative and positive 
men,” said Gibson. 

The men behind Magnet also 
just want gay men to have fun. 
The center intends to host every¬ 
thing from art shows and book 
readings to events in the commu¬ 
nity. First up is a “Day at the 
Races” event which will feature 
races between bartenders in heels, 
boys in red wagons and teams 
competing in “The Amazing Gay 


charge, said Collier. 

“On base I’ve been harassed a 
few times. Some people have told 
me I’m a traitor, a coward, and 
unpatriotic. I have also had a few 
death threats,” Funk’s recent let¬ 
ter said. “However, I have also re¬ 
ceived tremendous positive feed¬ 
back, even from some of the en¬ 
listed people. As my command¬ 
ing officer explained to the press, 
‘The Marine Corps understands 
there are service members op¬ 
posed to the war.’ I am certainly 
not alone.”

Race.” 

Other upcoming events in¬ 
clude a town hall meeting with 
Supervisor Bevan Dufty and a 
fundraiser for the center that will 
be called “Bad Boys by the Bay.” 
Scheduled for the weekend of the 
Up Your Alley Fair, the event will 
be a burlesque-styled porn extrav¬ 
aganza. 

The risque event is possible be¬ 
cause the center is being funded 
by a grant from Bristol-Myers 
Squibb and city funds. Gibson 
said he has refused to accept any 
federal dollars so Magnet will not 
have to adhere to federal rules that 
forbid the promotion of sex or 
face harassment from Republican 
lawmakers as the Stop AIDS Pro¬ 
ject has endured. 

“The goal is to keep sexual 
health services for gay men in the 
Castro and not take federal pre¬ 
vention money,” he said. 

While Magnet has been fund¬ 
ed for its first year through the 
pharmaceutical company and city 
monies, Gibson said the center 
will need to raise nearly $500,000 
a year in order to remain open. 
Over the next five years, the cen¬ 
ter will also have to pay back a 
$140,000 loan extend by its land¬ 
lord to pay for the build out of the 
building. 

While Gibson would not dis¬ 
close Magnet’s monthly rent, he 
did say the center had gotten a 
good deal. 

Although no one will be 
turned away due to lack of funds, 
customers of Magnet will be asked 
to join its “community partners 
campaign.” The campaign will 
seek to raise $250,000 a year and 
donors can join by paying any¬ 
where from $25 to $10,000. Gib¬ 
son said he hopes to raise the rest 
of the money through foundation 
and corporate support.

scene and the rider being hospi¬ 
talized. The accident occurred at 
5th and Market streets. Wither- 
ington did not know the rider’s 
condition at press time. 

The other parade stoppage oc¬ 
curred when a fire engine re¬ 
sponded to a false fire alarm at the 
Old Navy store on Market Street. 

“The fire trucks delayed every¬ 
thing for 40 minutes to an hour 


it becomes,” Witherington said. 

Witherington said the inci¬ 
dent, which occurred along the 
Market Street parade route be¬ 
tween 6th and 7th streets, hap¬ 
pened quickly. 

“This happened in a bang and 
a flash,” he said, adding it was over 
before parade monitors could get 
to the scene. “Hopefully, in the fu¬ 
ture these are things we can deal 
with ourselves.” 

While the Gay Shame incident 
was the only one involving police, 
Witherington said that there were 
a couple of significant gaps in this 
year’s parade. Pride board mem¬ 
bers had worked hard this year to 
alleviate the gaps, which slow the 
procession, but a couple of things 
occurred that were beyond the 
control of parade organizers. 

“There were two delays,” With¬ 
erington said. 

One was an accident involving 
a member of the Women’s Motor¬ 
cycle Contingent that resulted in 
an ambulance being sent to the

for those later contingents,” With¬ 
erington said. “But those are ele¬ 
ments we don’t have much control 
over.” 

Pride board President Joey 
Cain told the B.A.R. that he felt 
the parade “flowed much more 
smoothly,” excepting the delay 
caused by the false fire alarm. 

“It was a great celebration,” 
Cain said. “People were really up. 
The parade made a point of show¬ 
ing support for AB205 and that 
was one of our goals, to add polit¬ 
ical meaning to the event.” 

Cain was referring to state As¬ 
semblywoman Jackie Goldberg’s 
(D-Los Angeles) AB205. The bill, 
sponsored by Equality California 
and a coalition of gay rights 
groups, would significantly ex¬ 
pand the rights, responsibilities, 
and obligations of registered do¬ 
mestic partners in the state.

SF gays sodomy

of the state Board of Equalization. 
“As we celebrate Pride, we couldn’t 
give a better gift to visitors of San 
Francisco.” 

To which a man in the crowd 
screamed out “Sodomy,” a refrain 
which would be heard throughout 
the Castro and Civic Center all 
weekend. 

“For years, sodomy laws have 
been used to scapegoat our fami¬ 
lies. Well, no longer,” said Beth 
Tepper, executive director of Chil¬ 
dren of Lesbians and Gays Every¬ 
where. “There is nothing immoral 
about the love in this communi¬ 
ty” 

Chanting to the crowd, “We 
won! We won! We Won!” Kate 
Kendell, the executive director of 
the National Center for Lesbian 
Rights, said the LGBT community 
will no longer have to feel 
ashamed. 

“On Monday this Supreme 
Court, the most conservative of 
our lifetime, upheld having diver¬ 
sity in our education. Today the 


court invalidates all 13 sodomy 
laws everywhere they still existed 
in this country,” marveled Kendell, 
who predicted gays and lesbians 
would gain marriage rights in 
seven years due to the court’s de¬ 
cision. “What Justice [Anthony] 
Kennedy said was we are full 
human beings and our relation¬ 
ships matter.” 

Most people in the crowd 
agreed with Kendell that the rul¬ 
ing will lead to same-sex marriage 
in America. Once again breaking 
out her wedding dress, Molly 
McKay, Northern California di¬ 
rector of Marriage Equality Cali¬ 
fornia, predicted same-sex couples 
who have received marriage li¬ 
censes from Canada will file law¬ 
suits in America, most likely in 
those states that do not have De¬ 
fense of Marriage Acts. 

She also said the court’s ruling 
was written with the Massachu- 
setts^Supreme Court in mind. 
This month, that court is expected 
to rule on a same-sex marriage 
case before it. 

“It really opened the door to 
same-sex marriage, and we are so 
ready to walk right through,” 


McKay said of the court’s majori¬ 
ty opinion in the case. “Harry Pot¬ 
ter nothing, this is a good read.” 

Tom Murray, a San Francisco 
lawyer, said the courts can no 
longer use sodomy laws to deny 
gays and lesbians marriage rights 
or the right to adopt. 

“What this really shows is we 
are finally on our way to greater 
acceptance,” said Murray. “It’s not 
about sex and the court finally fig¬ 
ured out it’s not about sex.” 

“I think it will lead to mar¬ 
riage,” said Kath Lambert, a San 
Francisco resident. “I cried at 
home when the ruling was an¬ 
nounced. It is like being at my first 
gay Pride Parade again.” 

Later that evening at the Pride 
media party at the LGBT Com¬ 
munity Center, the court’s 
sodomy ruling was also being cel¬ 
ebrated. Celebrity grand marshal 
Armistead Maupin told the audi¬ 
ence he had been trying to deter¬ 
mine what the day was like. 

“This is what it is like when 
hell freezes over,” he joked. “This 
has been an amazing day already 
and I hope we are all getting mar¬ 
ried soon.” ▼

protests as part of the Parade. 
ACT-UP in the 1980s performed 
die-ins in front of then-Mayor 
Agnos’s car to protest inaction in 
the AIDS crisis. Just a few years ago 
a group called Trans Action 
marched in front of the SFPD con¬ 
tingent to denounce police mis¬ 
treatment of transgender people. 

“Protesting social injustice is 
what the Pride celebration was 
founded on. While we prefer 
groups to register or tell us what 
they are planning, we welcome all 
forms of nonviolent action that 
give voice to the diverse elements 
of our community,” the commit¬ 
tee’s statement read. 

Gay Shame did not register as a 


contingent because part of its 
message included protesting the 
fees associated with marching, 
spokespersons said. The group 
also takes issue with Newsom’s 
“exclusionary politics” that cater 
to “rich, white men” and seek to 
“divide the gay community.” 

Newsom’s ballot initiative 
Proposition N, or Care Not Cash, 
sought to take away general assis¬ 
tance checks from thousands of 
homeless people and replace them 
with housing and services. A court 
ruled the law unconstitutional, 
and budget cuts to housing and 
treatment services have delayed 
the Board of Supervisors from 
implementing the plan as written. 

Gay Shame sought to counter 
Newsom’s messages, members said, 
by marching in front his contingent. 

“Our intent was literally to join 


the parade,” said Gay Shame 
spokesman Mary Buttercup at a 
press conference outside the Hall 
of Justice on Monday, June 30. 
(Gay Shame members use the 
name “Mary.”) 

Newsom’s office maintained 
that while the supervisor himself 
did not feel threatened, he would 
not call for the district attorney’s 
office to drop the felony charges. 

“Gavin was not personally in¬ 
jured and didn’t feel threatened 
per se, but he knows that other 
people may have felt threatened, 
and he was really concerned about 
it being a safe environment for 
everybody involved in the pa¬ 
rade,” Heather Hiles, Newsom’s 
openly lesbian communications 
director, told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “The shame is that the pa¬ 
rade is about tolerance, and un¬ 


fortunately, that was an act that 
made some people feel unsafe. 
Gavin is not seeking a felony but 
he leaves it in the hands of the 
D.A.’s office to determine the ap¬ 
propriate response.” 

The police response serves as 
an example of how recent laws 
meant to combat gang activity 
and terrorism can be used against 
activists, said National Lawyers 
Guild attorney Dennis Cunning¬ 
ham, who represented Gay Shame 
members in this case. Weapons 
charges for pipes and sticks that 
carry protest signs, he said, are 
typical of the recent trend to try to 
silence protesters. 

“It’s clear there was no crime 
here,” said Cunningham, “other 
than an attempt to express dis¬ 
senting views during the Pride Pa¬ 
rade.” ▼

SUSTIVA *' (sus-TEE-vah) 

[efavirenz (eh-FAH-vih-rehnz)] 

capsules and tablets 

ALERT: Find out about medicines that should NOT be taken with SUSTIVA. 
Please also read the section "MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH SUSTIVA.” 
Read this information before you start taking SUSTIVA. Read it again each time you 
refill your prescription, in case there is any new information. This leaflet provides a 
summary about SUSTIVA and does not include everything there is to know about your 
medicine. This information is not meant to take the place of talking with your doctor. 

What is SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is a medicine used in combination with other medicines to help treat infection 
with Human Immunodeficiency Virus (HIV), the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome). SUSTIVA is a type of anti-HIV drug called a “non-nucleoside reverse 
transcriptase inhibitor” (NNRTI). 

SUSTIVA works by lowering the amount of HIV in the blood (viral load). SUSTIVA 
must be taken with other anti-HIV medicines. When taken with other anti-HIV medicines, 
SUSTIVA has been shown to reduce viral load and increase the number of CD4 cells, a 
type of immune cell in blood. SUSTIVA may not have these effects in every patient 
SUSTIVA does not cure HIV or AIDS. People taking SUSTIVA may still develop other 
infections and complications. Therefore, it is very important that you stay under the care 
of your doctor. 

SUSTIVA has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others. Therefore, 
continue to practice safe sex, and do not use or share dirty needles. 

What are the possible side effects of SUSTIVA? 

Serious psychiatric problems. A small number of patients experience severe depression, 
strange thoughts, or angry behavior while taking SUSTIVA. Some patients have thoughts 
of suicide and a few have actually committed suicide. These problems tend to occur more 
often in patients who have had mental illness. Contact your doctor right away if you think 
you are having these psychiatric symptoms, so your doctor can decide if you should 
continue to take SUSTIVA. 

Common side effects. Many patients have dizziness, trouble sleeping, drowsiness, trouble 
concentrating, and/or unusual dreams during treatment with SUSTIVA. These side effects 
may be reduced if you take SUSTIVA at bedtime on an empty stomach. They also tend 
to go away after you have taken the medicine for a few weeks. If you have these common 
side effects, such as dizziness, it does not mean that you will also have serious psychiatric 
problems, such as severe depression, strange thoughts, or angry behavior. Tell your 
doctor right away if any of these side effects continue or if they bother you. It is possible 
that these symptoms may be more severe if SUSTIVA is used with alcohol or mood 
altering (street) drugs. 

If you are dizzy, have trouble concentrating, or are drowsy, avoid activities that may 
be dangerous, such as driving or operating machinery. 

Rash is common. Rashes usually go away without any change in treatment. In a small 
number of patients, rash may be serious. If you develop a rash, call your doctor right 
away. Rash may be a serious problem in some children. Tell your child's doctor right 
away if you notice rash or any other side effects while your child is taking SUSTIVA. 
Other common side effects include tiredness, upset stomach, vomiting, and diarrhea. 
Changes in body fat. Changes in body fat develop in some patients taking anti-HIV 
medicine. These changes may include an increased amount of fat in the upper back and 
neck (“buffalo hump"), in the breasts, and around the trunk. Loss of fat from the legs, arms, 
and face may also happen. The cause and long-term health effects of these fat changes 
are not known. 

Tell your doctor or healthcare provider if you notice any side effects while taking SUSTIVA 
Contact your doctor before stopping SUSTIVA because of side effects or for any 
other reason. 

This is not a complete list of side effects possible with SUSTIVA. Ask your doctor or 
pharmacist for a more complete list of side effects of SUSTIVA and all the medicines 
you will take. 


How should I take SUSTIVA (efavirenz)? 

General Information 

• You should take SUSTIVA on an empty stomach, preferably at bedtime. 

• Swallow SUSTIVA with water. 

• Taking SUSTIVA with food increases the amount of medicine in your body, which 
may increase the frequency of side effects. 

• Taking SUSTIVA at bedtime may make some side effects less bothersome. 

• SUSTIVA must be taken in combination with other anti-HIV medicines. If you take 
only SUSTIVA, the medicine may stop working. 

• Do not miss a dose of SUSTIVA. If you forget to take SUSTIVA, take the missed dose 
right away, unless it is almost time for your next dose. Do not double the next dose. 
Carry on with your regular dosing schedule. If you need help in planning the best 
times to take your medicine, ask your doctor or pharmacist. 

• Take the exact amount of SUSTIVA your doctor prescribes. Never change the dose on 
your own. Do not stop this medicine unless your doctor tells you to stop. 

• If you believe you took more than the prescribed amount of SUSTIVA, contact your 
local Poison Control Center or emergency room right away. 

• Tell your doctor if you start any new medicine or change how you take old ones. Your 
doses may need adjustment. 

• When your SUSTIVA supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor or pharmacy. 
This is very important because the amount of virus in your blood may increase if the 
medicine is stopped for even a short time. The virus may develop resistance to 
SUSTIVA and become harder to treat. 

• Your doctor may want to do blood tests to check for certain side effects while you 
take SUSTIVA. 

Capsules 

• The dose of SUSTIVA capsules for adults is 600 mg (three 200 mg capsules, taken 
together) once a day by mouth. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be lower (see 

Can children take SUSTIVA?). 

Tablets 

• The dose of SUSTIVA tablets for adults is 600 mg (one tablet) once a day by mouth. 

Can children take SUSTIVA? 

Yes, children who are able to swallow capsules can take SUSTIVA. Rash may be a serious 
problem in some children. Tell your child’s doctor right away if you notice rash or any 
other side effects while your child is taking SUSTIVA. The dose of SUSTIVA for children 
may be lower than the dose for adults. Capsules containing lower doses of SUSTIVA are 
available. Your child's doctor will determine the right dose based on your child's weight. 

Who should not take SUSTIVA? 

Do not take SUSTIVA if you are allergic to the active ingredient, efavirenz, or to any of 
the inactive ingredients. Your doctor and pharmacist have a list of the inactive ingredients. 

What should I avoid while taking SUSTIVA? 

• Women taking SUSTIVA should not become pregnant. Serious birth defects have been 
seen in animals treated with SUSTIVA. It is not known whether this could happen in 
humans. Tell your doctor right away if you are pregnant. Also talk with your doctor 
if you want to become pregnant. 

• Women should not rely only on hormone-based birth control, such as pills, injections, 
or implants, because SUSTIVA may make these contraceptives ineffective. Women must 
use a reliable form of barrier contraception, such as a condom or diaphragm, even if 
they also use other methods of birth control. 

• Do not breast-feed if you are taking SUSTIVA. The Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention recommend that mothers with HIV not breast-feed because they can pass 
the HIV through their milk to the baby. Also, SUSTIVA may pass through breast milk 
and cause serious harm to the baby. Talk with your doctor if you are breast-feeding. 
You may need to stop breast-feeding or use a different medicine. 

• Taking SUSTIVA with alcohol or other medicines causing similar side effects as 
SUSTIVA, such as drowsiness, may increase those side effects. 

• Do not take any other medicines without checking with your doctor. These medicines 
include prescription and non-prescription medicines and herbal products, especially 
St. John’s wort. 

Before using SUSTIVA, tell your doctor if you 

• have problems with your liver, or have hepatitis. Your doctor may want to do tests 
to check your liver while you take SUSTIVA. 

• have ever had mental illness or are using drugs or alcohol. 


What important information should I know about taking other medicines with 
SUSTIVA (efavirenz)? 

SUSTIVA may change the effect of other medicines, including ones for HIV, and cause 
serious side effects. Your doctor may change your other medicines or change their 
doses. Other medicines, including herbal products, may affect SUSTIVA. For this reason, 

it is very important to: 

• Let all your doctors and pharmacists know that you take SUSTIVA. 

• Tell your doctors and pharmacists about all medicines you take. This includes those 
you buy over-the-counter and herbal or natural remedies. 

Bring all your prescription and non-prescription medicines as well as any herbal 
remedies that you are taking when you see a doctor, or make a list of their names, how 
much you take, and how often you take them. This will give your doctor a complete picture 
of the medicines you use. Then he or she can decide the best approach for your situation. 

Taking SUSTIVA with St. John’s wort (hypericum perforatum), an herbal product sold 
as a dietary supplement, or products containing St. John’s wort is not recommended. 
Talk with your doctor if you are taking or are planning to take St. John’s wort. Taking 
St. John's wort may decrease SUSTIVA levels and lead to increased viral load and possible 
resistance to SUSTIVA or cross-resistance to other anti-HIV drugs.

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Sen. Bill Frist breathes life into antigay 
marriage constitutional amendment

Z constitutional amendment 
to ban gay marriage took 
on new life when Republi¬ 
can Senate Majority Leader Bill 
Frist voiced his newfound support 
for the effort. His remarks on 
Sunday, June 29 came during an 
interview on the ABC-TV public 
affairs program This Week. 

“I very much feel that marriage 
is a sacrament, and that sacrament 
should extend and can extend to 
that legal entity of a union be¬ 
tween, what is traditionally in our 
Western values has been defined 
as between a man and a woman,” 
said Frist. “So I would support the 
amendment.” 

Many observers believe that 
the language of the recent 
Supreme Court decision throwing 
out the remaining state sodomy 
laws in the Lawrence v. Texas case; 
developments in Canada; and a 
likely positive ruling on marriage 
in Massachusetts in the coming 
weeks greatly increase the likeli¬ 
hood of gay marriage coming to 
be in this country. They see a con¬ 
stitutional amendment as the only 
way to stop it. 

Social conservatives allied with 
James Dobson and Focus on the 
Family first trotted out the 
amendment at a news conference 
in July 2001. The heretofore still¬ 
born effort has languished for 
three years with sponsorship in

the House barely rising into dou¬ 
ble digits, while no one has seen fit 
to sponsor companion legislation 
in the Senate. 

The amendment is simple 
enough: “Marriage in the United 
States shall consist only of the 
union of a man and a woman. 
Neither this constitution or the 
constitution of any state, nor state 
or federal law, shall be construed 
to require that marital status or 
the legal incidents thereof be con¬ 
ferred upon unmarried couples or 
groups.” 

It would inject the federal gov¬ 
ernment into tihe area of marriage, 
an area that always has been the 
responsibility of the states. 

Even the conservative Wash¬ 


ington Times editorialized against 
the amendment when it was first 
introduced. “This particular strat¬ 
egy to safeguard marriage by en¬ 
shrining it in an amendment, 
however nobly intended, would 
seem to be misguided. While mar¬ 
riage is a building block of civi¬ 
lization that has been dangerous¬ 
ly undermined, it should not fall 
to our guide to governance to 
shore it up. The Constitution may 
foster this republic, but it is too 
much to expect it to settle our 
most fundamental moral and be¬ 
havioral questions.” 

In May, when it was reintro¬ 
duced again in the House, the 
American Civil Liberties Union 
sent a letter to each member urg¬ 
ing his or her opposition to the 
amendment. It called the measure 
“extraordinarily harmful” on 
seven specific counts. 

Among them is that it would 
invalidate domestic partnership 
laws in more than a hundred ju¬ 
risdictions. “The amendment 
could prohibit state and local gov¬ 
ernments from making their own 
decisions on providing benefits to 
their own employee’s families,” 
wrote ACLU attorney Christopher 
Anders. 

Reactions 

Reactions to Frist’s remarks 
have been harsh. 

“Senator Frist is essentially say¬ 
ing that he believes that some lov¬ 
ing, committed couples and their

T he following are excerpts from the Supreme Court decision 
in Lawrence v. Texas. 

Justice Anthony Kennedy for the majority: 

“To say that the issue in Bowers was simply the right to engage 
in certain sexual conduct demeans the claim the individual put for¬ 
ward, just as it would demean a married couple were it to be said 
marriage is simply about the right to have sexual intercourse. The 
laws involved in Bowers and here are, to be sure, statutes that pur¬ 
port to do no more than prohibit a particular sexual act. Their 
penalties and purposes, though, have more far-reaching conse¬ 
quences, touching upon the most private human conduct, sexual 
behavior, and in the most private of places, the home. 

"... Equality of treatment and the due process right to demand 
respect for conduct protected by the substantive guarantee of lib¬ 
erty are linked in important respects, and a decision on the later 
point advances both interests. 

“... [Bowers] continuance as precedent demeans the lives of ho¬ 
mosexual persons. 

“The stigma this criminal statute imposes, moreover, is not triv¬ 
ial. 

“.. .The rationale of Bowers does not withstand careful analysis. 
In his dissenting opinion in Bowers Justice [John Paul] Stevens 
came to these conclusions: ‘Our prior cases make two propositions 
abundantly clear. First, the fact that the governing majority in a 
State has traditionally viewed a particular practice as immoral is 
not sufficient reason for upholding a law prohibiting the practice; 
neither history nor tradition could save a law prohibiting misce¬ 
genation from constitutional attack. Second, individual decisions 
by married persons, concerning the intimacies of their physical re¬ 
lationship, even when not intended to produce offspring, are a form 
of liberty protected by the Due Process Clause of the Fourteenth 
Amendment. Moreover, this protection extends to intimate choic¬ 
es by unmarried as well as married persons.’ 

“Justice Stevens’s analysis, in our view, should have been con¬ 
trolling in Bowers and should control here. 

“Bowers was not correct when it was decided, and it is not cor¬ 
rect today. It ought not to remain binding precedent. Bowers v. 
Hardwick should be and now is overruled. 

“.. .The petitioners are entitled to respect for their private lives. 
The State cannot demean their existence or control their destiny 
by making their private sexual conduct a crime. Their right to lib¬ 
erty under the Due Process Clause gives them the full right to en¬ 
gage in their conduct without intervention of the government.” 
Justice Sandra Day O’Connor in a concurring opinion: 

“The State cannot single out one identifiable class of citizens for 
punishment that does not apply to everyone else, with moral dis¬ 
approval as the only asserted state interest for the law. The Texas 
sodomy statute subjects homosexuals to ‘a lifelong penalty and stig¬ 
ma. A legislative classification that threatens the creation of an un¬ 
derclass. . .cannot be reconciled with’ the Equal Protection Clause.” 
* Justice Antonin Scalia dissenting, joined by Chief Justice 
William Rehnquist and Justice Clarence Thomas: 

“This effectively decrees the end of all morals legislation. If, as 
the Court asserts, the promotion of majoritarian sexual morality is 
not even a legitimate state interest, none of the above-mentioned 
laws can survive rational-basis review. 

“.. .Today’s opinion is the product of a Court, which is the prod¬ 
uct of a law-profession culture, that has largely signed on to the so- 
called homosexual agenda, by which I mean the agenda promoted 
by some homosexual activists directed at eliminating the moral op¬ 
probrium that has traditionally attached to homosexual conduct. 

“...At the end of its opinion - after having laid waste the foun¬ 
dations of our rational-basis jurisprudence - the Court says that 
the present case ‘does not involve whether the government must 
give formal recognition to any relationship that homosexual per¬ 
sons seek to enter.’ Do not believe it... Today’s opinion dismantles 
the structure of constitutional law that has permitted a distinction 
to be made between heterosexual and homosexual unions, insofar 
as formal recognition in marriage is concerned.” ▼

Justice Sandra Day O’Connor 
was part of the 5-4 majority de¬ 
ciding Bowers. She chose to over¬ 
rule it, though not as the majority 
did on due process grounds. She 
found that it unconstitutionally 
violated equal protection. 

Justice Antonin Scalia wrote a 
scathing dissent dominated by 
personal pique that the majority 
did not agree with his views. He 
was joined by Chief Justice 
William Rehnquist and Justice 
Clarence Thomas. He took the 
highly unusual step of reading 
portions of it from the bench. 

Scalia lamented that the deci¬ 
sion “effectively decrees the end of 
all morals legislation. If, as the 
court asserts, the promotion of 
majoritarian sexual morality is 
not even a legitimate state inter¬ 
est.” He accused the majority of 
promoting “the so-called homo¬ 
sexual agenda...[of] eliminating 
the moral opprobrium that has 
traditionally attached to homo¬ 
sexual conduct.” 

And he warned, “Today’s opin¬ 
ion dismantles the structure of 
constitutional law that has per¬ 
mitted a distinction to be made 
between heterosexual and homo¬ 
sexual unions, insofar as formal 
recognition in marriage is con¬ 
cerned,” opens the way to gay 
marriages. 

Thomas, while joining in the 
dissent because he does not be¬ 
lieve there is a right to privacy

“What Justice Kennedy re¬ 
placed it with is a resounding cel¬ 
ebration of all of our liberties, all 
of our privacy. Gay Americans 
and straight Americans alike now 
have the right - made explicit by 
this court - to make their own 
private decisions about how they 
express their love for their part¬ 
ners,” said Harlow. “It was a state¬ 
ment that the state does not be¬ 
long in anyone’s bedroom. 

“It was also a recognition of 
gay people’s humanity,” she said. 
“This is constitutional rights in 
our real lives, in our homes, in our 
relationships. This is a great state¬ 
ment that the Constitution means 
something for all Americans.” 

“We have a great new day here 
in America. Not just a great new 
day for GLBT people but for 
everyone who values privacy, who 
values liberty under the United 
States Constitution,” added Kevin 
Cathcart, executive director of 
Lambda Legal. He called it “a 
landmark ruling, it recognizes the 
rights of all of us.”

within the Constitution, took the 
unusual step of issuing a separate 
one-page dissent. He called the 
Texas law “uncommonly silly” and 
said that if he was a member of 
the state legislature, he would vote 
to repeal because it “does not ap¬ 
pear to be a worthy way to expend 
valuable law enforcement re¬ 
sources.”

“This is an historic, transfor¬ 
mative decision. It sweeps away 
one of the court’s gravest mis¬ 
takes, Bowers v. Hardwick, and it 
sweeps away the 13 remaining 
consensual sodomy statutes that 
still exist... that have been used as 
excuses for discrimination against 
gay men and lesbians,” said Ruth 


Harlow at a Washington, D.C. 
news conference. She was lead at¬ 
torney on the appeal with Lambda 
Legal Defense and Education 
Fund. Paul Smith, an openly gay 
attorney in private practice with 
extensive experience before the 
court, presented the oral argu¬ 
ments in March.

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“The court has moved to heal 
a great wound that was imposed 
by the court almost two decades 
ago, ’ said Elizabeth Birch, execu¬ 
tive director of the Human Rights 
Campaign. “It will shift dramati¬ 
cally the discourse on gay people 
and about gay life for years to 
come” 

She thanked Lambda for lead¬ 
ing the effort and she thanked the 
plaintiffs John Lawrence and 
Tyron Garner “for giving up their 
privacy so that we might have 
ours.” 

Harlow said the ruling 
“changes the landscape. It sends a 
signal to not only courts but also 
to legislatures that we deserve 
equality and full respect.” It is “not 
a replacement” for measures such 
as the Employment Non-Discrim¬ 
ination Act. Legislation is still nec¬ 
essary to protect against private 
discrimination in employment 
and other areas, she added. 

Harlow noted that in his dis¬ 
sent in the Romer (Colorado’s 
Amendment 2) decision, Scalia 
“predicted that Bowers would not 
stand, and he was correct.” In his 
Lawrence dissent, Scalia predicted 
that gay marriage was the logical 
outcome of the majority decision. 

She called him “a great predic¬ 
tor of future developments” and 
hoped that this too came true. 

“We do not believe that the states 
have a compelling interest in reg¬ 
ulating gay lives.” That includes 
marriage. 

Cathcart found it “very inter¬ 
esting that the court cited Euro¬ 
pean courts and roles, which is 
not a common thing to do.” He 
suggested that they were looking 
to those courts for leadership on 
gay issues. 

“Today’s historic victory marks 
a new chapter for gay and lesbian 
civil rights in America. We are one 
step closer to realizing fairness 
and equality for gay and lesbian 

History of 
Lawrence v Texas

T he Texas sodomy case, officially known as Lawrence v. Texas, 
began in 1998 when police, responding to what ultimately 
turned out to be a false “weapons disturbance” report by a 
neighbor, entered the apartment of John G. Lawrence in the Hous¬ 
ton suburbs. 

They didn’t find any weapons but they did observe Lawrence 
and Tyron Garner engaging in sex. The pair were arrested for vio¬ 
lating the state law that prohibits sodomy between members of the 
same sex, but not between people of the opposite sex. They were 
held overnight in jail, convicted, and each fined $200. 

The case rattled around the Texas legal system. A panel of judges 
on the Texas Court of Appeals declared the law unconstitutional 
on grounds of equal protection and privacy, but the full court re¬ 
versed that on a vote of 7 to 2. The full court ruled that the law “ad¬ 
vances a legitimate state interest, namely preserving public morals.” 
The court at the next level of appeals eventually declined to accept 
the case. 

In 1986, by a vote of 5 to 4, the U.S. Supreme Court ruled in 
Bowers v. Hardwick that consenting adults had no constitutional 
right to private homosexual conduct; states may enact sodomy 
laws. The decision was highly controversial and later Justice Louis 
Powell told friends he regretted having joined the majority. 

American society’s attitude towards gays and lesbians has 
changed significantly over the 17 years since the Bowers decision. 
Half of the states had some kind of sodomy law on the books in 
1986. Today they remain in only 13, as state courts have struck them 
down as unconstitutional and state legislatures have repealed them. 

The U.S. Supreme Court agreed to hear the Lawrence appeal in 
December 2002, oral arguments were heard at the end March, and 
the decision came down on June 26. 

In a telephone news conference, Lawrence read a statement from 
he and Garner saying that they were “pleased” with the decision. 
“It opens the door for gay people all across the country to be treat¬ 
ed equally.” Neither of them had sought to be public figures and 
now they are happy to get on with their lives. ▼

members of the American family,” 
said Patrick Guerriero, executive 
director of Log Cabin Republi¬ 
cans. The group filed an amicus 
brief on the case. 

“There is no realm of lesbian 
or gay life - public or private - 
that has not been devastated by 
the existence of laws that crimi¬ 
nalize adult, consensual, private 
sexual activity,” said Kate Kendell, 
executive director of the National 
Center for Lesbian Rights. 

Sodomy laws “have been used 
to justify discrimination in em¬ 
ployment, adoption, custody, im¬ 
migration, and virtually every 
other area of daily life,” Kendell 
said. “This ruling will forever 
change the lives of every lesbian 
and gay man in this country.” 

“The fight for equality is in¬ 
creasingly shifting to the courts,” 
said Dave Noble, executive direc¬ 
tor of National Stonewall Democ¬ 
rats. “This ruling underscores the 
need to promote mainstream ju¬ 
dicial nominations, since such 
lifelong appointees will make de¬ 
cisions on LGBT rights for the 
next 30 to 40 years.” 

Implications 

The decision is likely to ripple 
through the antigay military poli¬ 
cy of “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell.” 
Dixon Osburn, executive director 


of the Servicemembers Legal De¬ 
fense Network, said, “It may re¬ 
move a significant roadblock in 
repealing the federal sodomy 
statute and the military’s ban” on 
GLBT people serving openly in 
the military. 

In 2002, a panel of experts on 
military law recommended repeal 
of federal sodomy statutes under 
the Universal Code of Military 
Justice. Osburn said that SLDN 
“will look closely at today’s ruling 
and work with other legal experts 
to determine what role it may 
have in tearing down the walls to 
equality in our armed forces.” 

James Garland, a law professor 
at Hofstra University, said, “It rais¬ 
es serious constitutional questions 
about the military’s ability to reg¬ 
ulate private sexual conduct off- 
duty that cannot be shown to af¬ 
fect one’s military performance.” 

The court, however, tradition¬ 
ally has given great deference to 
the military and may continue to 
do so on this issue. 

Social conservatives on the 
fringe right were typically 
apoplectic. Many groups issued 
statements similar to that of pro¬ 
fessional homophobe Robert 
Knight, with Concerned Women 
for America. He fumed, “By creat¬ 
ing a constitutional ‘right’ to 
sodomy, the court has made a 
mockery of real constitutional 
rights and has trampled on the 
rights of the people of Texas to 
govern their own communities. 
This is judicial tyranny at its 
worst.” 

Harlow does not fear a back¬ 
lash “because the majority of 
Americans,” some 82 percent, 
have already expressed the view 
that these kinds of laws are inap¬ 
propriate. 

“The court has caught up with 
America in that respect,” she said. ▼

SIP he following is an occasion- 
H al column compiled by the 
Transgender Law Center 
that answers basic legal questions 
of interest to San Francisco’s trans¬ 
gender, intersex, gender-variant, 
and genderqueer communities. 

At least once a month, some¬ 
one asks me whether an organiza¬ 
tion focusing exclusively on trans¬ 
gender legal issues is really neces¬ 
sary. While occasionally the ques¬ 
tion is a passive-aggressive way of 
asking if transgender issues are ac¬ 
tually important (to which my an¬ 
swer is an obvious and resound¬ 
ing “yes they are”), most often the 
questioner wants to know 
whether enough transgender peo¬ 
ple have legal problems to keep 
such an organization busy. 

The legal need 

While the anecdotal evidence 
that rests within transgender com¬ 
munities and among those orga¬ 
nizations allied with these com¬ 
munities is overwhelming, it has 
been largely difficult to quantify. 
In 2002, the Transgender Law 
Center created and implemented 
a transgender legal needs assess¬ 
ment survey for transgender com¬ 
munities in San Francisco. We 
surveyed over 150 community 
members in order to document 
the kinds of transgender legal 
problems respondents have en¬ 
countered. The results of that sur¬ 
vey are now available in “Trans 
Realities: A Legal Needs Assess¬ 
ment of San Francisco’s Transgen¬ 
der Communities.” 

For the first time in California, 
we have data that documents what 
has already been obvious to many 
of us: transgender people experi¬ 
ence gender identity discrimina¬ 
tion in a nearly overwhelming 
number of legal areas. The report 
not only contains the results of the 
survey itself, but fleshes out some 
of the legal issues through sharing 
stories of some of the transgender 
clients served by TLC and the Na¬ 
tional Center for Lesbian Rights. 
The complete report with infor¬ 
mation on the survey methodolo¬ 
gy and demographics of the re¬

married couples under the law; 

• AB17, the Equal Benefits Bill 
(Kehoe), which will ensure that 
companies doing business with 
state agencies provide equal bene¬ 
fits to employees with spouses and 
employees with domestic partners; 

• AB196, the Gender Equality 
Bill (Leno), which will prohibit dis¬ 
crimination in housing and em¬ 
ployment based on gender identity. 

One of the most heartfelt mo¬ 
ments during the evening came 
with Sylvia Guerrero was hon¬ 
ored. Guerrero, the mother of 
murdered Newark teenager Gwen 
Araujo, brought her other daugh¬ 
ter and two granddaughters to the 
event, and received a standing 
ovation from the crowd. 

“I have two beautiful daughters. 
But every night I go through her

[Gwen’s] murder. As a mother, it’s 
in my head every day and every 
night,” Guerrero said. “The pain is 
still big. Sometimes it’s unbearable. 
Sometimes you can’t breathe. There 
was no reason to murder Gwen.

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spondents is available online at

The report demonstrates the 
breadth and depth of the respon¬ 
dents’ gender identity-based legal 
needs. For instance, nearly one 
out of every two respondents has 
experienced gender identity dis¬ 
crimination in employment. TLC 
has heard from clients who have 
been denied jobs or pro¬ 
motions because of gen¬ 
der identity bias; who 
have been fired once 
their gender identity 
has become known; 
who have faced dis¬ 
criminatory treat¬ 
ment in enforce¬ 
ment of dress 
codes and access to 
the appropriate re¬ 
stroom; and/or, 
who have suffered harassment 
from co-workers and supervisors. 

The lack of access to meaning¬ 
ful employment opportunities has 
real world consequences for trans¬ 
gender communities. For in¬ 
stance, nearly one in every two re¬ 
spondents lacks health insurance. 
A disproportionate number of re¬ 
spondents (19 percent) are home¬ 
less or at high risk of becoming 
homeless. And as documented in 
other studies, transgender com¬ 
munities have disproportionately 
low incomes. More than three of 
every five respondents has an in¬ 
come below $25,000 and four out 
of five respondents have incomes 
below $50,000. 

The sad truth is that this report 
is chock-full of depressing statistics. 
More than one in every three re¬ 
spondents experienced gender 
identity discrimination in a place of 
public accommodation. Nearly one 
in three reports being the victim of 
gender identity discrimination in 
housing. Discrimination in health 
care has also affected nearly one in 
three. More than one in four has 
been harassed or abused by a police 
officer. Surprisingly, one in five has 
suffered discrimination while at¬ 
tempting to access services from a 
social service provider. And about 
one in seven has suffered from dis¬ 
crimination in jail or prison. (What 
is most shocking about this last 
piece of data is that this is 14 per¬ 
cent of the entire survey pool, 
which includes people who have 
never even been incarcerated.) 

The report also identifies pri¬ 
ority areas of discrimination. One 
question on the survey asked re¬ 
spondents to select the three areas 
of discrimination that are “most 
important” to them. Not surpris¬ 



ingly, more than two in every 
three respondents selected em¬ 
ployment as a priority area. Al¬ 
most one in every two respon¬ 
dents identified health care as a 
priority area. And more than one 
in every three respondents identi¬ 
fied police harassment. Other 
highly selected areas include pub¬ 
lic accommodation, housing, 
right to marry, and immigration. 

Finally, the report sheds some 
light on the number of 
people who have been 
able to secure identity 
documents that better 
reflect their gender 
identity. While not 
all transgender peo¬ 
ple want to change 
their name and or 
gender marker on 
identity docu¬ 
ments, many do. 
Nearly one of 
every two respondents has 
changed their drivers license to 
better reflect their gender identi¬ 
ty. However, only one in 10 has 
changed their passport and only a 
little more than one in 20 (6 per¬ 
cent) has changed their birth cer¬ 
tificate. 

One likely reason for this dis¬ 
parity is the differing kinds of ev¬ 
idence a person must produce in 
order to change the gender mark¬ 
er on different identity docu¬ 
ments. For instance, the California 
Department of Motor Vehicles re¬ 
quires that people who want to 
update a drivers license or state 
I.D. submit a form completed by 
their physician declaring that they 
have transitioned from one gen¬ 
der to another. The form requires 
no proof that a person has under¬ 
gone any kind of specific medical 
procedure to effect that transition. 
To make the same change on a 
passport or a birth certificate (in 
the vast majority of states that 
allow such a correction), the same 
person needs a declaration from a 
surgeon attesting to the fact that 
they have undergone surgery as a 
part of their transition. 

The report, however, demon¬ 
strates that no more than one in 
five respondents has had surgery 
as a part of their transition. This 
means that four in five respon¬ 
dents are unable to get a passport 
with the correct gender maker on 
it or to correct the gender marker 
on their birth certificate. The rea¬ 
son for this is that many of the 
laws and policies governing when 
a person can change their gender 
marker on identity documents are 
based on incorrect assumptions 
about what it means to be trans¬ 
gender. Therefore, one of the rec¬ 


ommendations that the report 
makes to legislators and other 
government decision makers is to 
incorporate the actual experiences 
of transgender people into laws 
and policies that affect transgen¬ 
der communities. 

The need to include the diverse 
voices of transgender people into 
decision making processes, court 
rooms, and public discussions is 
one of the main reasons that the 
Transgender Law Center exists. 
Add in the overwhelming need for 
legal services represented by this 
report and the nearly 500 clients 
that TLC staff members have 
served since the fall of 2001 and 
my answer to those people who 
ask whether the Transgender Law 
Center is really necessary becomes 
painfully clear. 

The Transgender Law Center 
represents one of the first at¬ 
tempts in the U.S. to create a legal 
organization where the experi¬ 
ences and needs of transgender 
communities take center stage. 
Reports like Trans Realities are 
produced by the same people pro¬ 
viding direct legal services to 
clients and technical assistance to 
attorneys. Therefore, our work is 
informed both by provable data 
and front-line anecdotes. Further¬ 
more, by looking broadly at trans¬ 
gender legal issues, we are able to 
see the connections that exist be¬ 
tween discrimination in one area 
and bad public policy in another. 
Doing so allows us to create a uni¬ 
fied theory of social and legal 
change that will make it possible 
for all of us, transgender and non- 
transgender, to fully and freely ex¬ 
press our diverse gender identities. 
Personally, I think that is more 
than enough of a reason to create 
an organization. Don’t you?

tion as a way to prevent states 
from deciding, as they always 
have, what constitutes a legal mar¬ 
riage would be an assault on fed¬ 
eralism, an assault on gay citizens, 
and the equation of the meaning 
of the United States with active 
discrimination against minori¬ 
ties,” Andrew Sullivan wrote on 
his blog. 

The conservative advocate of 
gay marriage was even more dis¬ 
tressed by Frist’s reasoning. “The 
fact that the good doctor cannot 
apparently see a deep distinction 
between a religious marriage and 
a civil one shows, I guess, how 
close to theocracy today’s Repub¬ 
licans have become.” 

Ken Sherrill, a professor of po¬ 
litical science at Hunter Universi¬ 
ty in New York City, called it “a 
sign that the Republican leader¬ 
ship needs to placate the religious 
right. I don’t think Frist would 
have made that statement without 
approval from the White House. 
Are they planning on turning this 
into a campaign issue to try to pick 
up marginal Democratic seats in 
the House and the Senate?” 

But Log Cabin spokesman 
Mark Mead would be surprised if 
that was the case. In his conversa¬ 
tions with White House and Bush 
campaign strategists, Mead said, 
they read the polls as being divid¬ 
ed on gay marriage and just want 
the issue to go away. He does not 
see Frist’s remarks as part of a 
concerted strategy. 

Community advocates are 
fearful that given the current hys¬ 
teria over the Supreme Court rul¬ 
ing on sodomy, the amendment 
might fly through Congress as the 
antigay Defense of Marriage Act 
did in 1996. However, unlike that 
legislation, a constitutional

amendment would have to be rat¬ 
ified by three-quarters of the 
states, a long and difficult process. 

“The country just had a Brown 
v. Board of Education moment” 
with the Lawrence case, said Evan 
Wolfson, executive director of 
Freedom to Marry. “It is a civil 
rights turning point.” He looked 
back at the role that segregation¬ 
ists such as the recently deceased 
Strom Thurmond and Lester 
Maddox played in the civil rights 
struggle of the 1960s. “Thirty 
years from now,” when full equal¬ 
ity for gay persons has been won, 
“each of us will be asked what we 
did in that struggle.” 

Wolfson urged Americans “not 
to cede the field to extremists” in 
efforts such as the constitutional 
amendment and other lesser at¬ 
tacks on gay people. He said that 
all politicians must be held ac¬ 
countable to the equality of the 
Constitution, as articulated by the 
court in the Lawrence decision. 

For Sherrill, the short-term po¬ 
litical question “is whether we can 
hold over a third of the votes in 
the House or the Senate,” that are 
necessary to block a constitution¬ 
al amendment. “The times have

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week that he would not vote to 
implement Newsom’s Proposition 
N, despite the fact that 72 percent 
of the voters in District 7 voted in 
favor of it.

changed since 1996 and we should 
do better than we did on DOMA, 
but I doubt that enough Democ¬ 
rats will have the requisite courage 
to stand up to them,” he said. 
Sherrill has long been active in 
Democratic politics. 

Activist Scott Tucker, recalling 
the DOMA fiasco and the support¬ 
ive role that the Clinton White 
House played, said that “leading 
Democrats are now obligated to 
clean up the sorry public mess they 
labored to create on a bipartisan 
basis.”

William Safire, in a column that 
appeared in the New York Times 
on June 30, wrote, “Rather than 
wringing our hands and cry 
‘abomination!’, believers in family 
values should take up the chal¬ 
lenge and repair our own house. 
... I used to fret about same-sex 
marriage. Maybe competition 
from responsible gays would re¬ 
vive opposite-sex marriage.” T

Meet ‘Urinetown’s 
Tom Hewitt

T om Hewitt, Broadway’s recent 
sweet transvestite from Transyl¬ 
vania, was at liberty when the 
chance to tour in Urinetown came up. 
“I was at great liberty,” said the hand¬ 
some, friendly, self-deprecating actor. 
“I was in the depths of liberty.” 

Hewitt, 45, had been a respected 
journeyman actor with no particular 
interest in musicals when the revival 
of The Rocky Horror Show cranked up 
his career a notch. But he quit his 
Tony-nominated role as Dr. Frank N. 
Furter for the chance to star as Drac- 
ula in a new Broadway-bound musi¬ 
cal scored by Frank Wildhorn ( Jekyll 
& Hyde). 

“That was going to be my next big 
thing,” he said. But after a mixed crit¬ 
ical reception at the La Jolla Play¬ 
house, Dracula the Musical is now in a 
holding pattern. “And I was left with a 
chunk of time,” Hewitt said. 

In the serendipity that often 
trumps an actor’s best-laid plans, He¬ 
witt was casj as Officer Lockstock in 
the Urinetown tour that is being 
launched from the Geary Theater 
under ACT’s aegis. Touring means 
time apart from his partner, also an 
actor, but Hewitt believes in Urine¬ 
town. “It feels like there’s a mission in¬ 
volved with this show, to take this 
show to America,” he said. “If people 
can get beyond the title...” 

Hewitt recalled his reaction when 
he first heard about a show called 
Urinetown, before it opened at an off-’ 
Broadway theater. “It just signaled the 
end of the American musical theater 
as I knew it,” he said. “What is this 
potty humor we’re resorting to?” 

But when Hewitt finally saw the 
show after it had transferred to 
Broadway, he was “surprised at how 
surprised I was at the show,” he said.

Thai us up, Thai us down 

The epic'Legend of Suriyothai/ now playing

king declares his love for his 
queen, only to keel over 
- from a dose of poison she’s 
given him so her lover may grab 
the throne. Other plotters turn on 
the usurpers as a foreign army 
gathers at the border. The Legend 
of Suriyothai, directed by veteran 
Thai filmmaker Prince Chatri 
Chalerm Yukol, is a special treat 
for epic-film fans. They don’t 
mind a slightly retro approach to 
the technology involved — say 
having elephants substitute for 
tanks; half-naked, sword-wielding 
foot soldiers for modern troops; 
and a medieval army storming a 
walled city for clusters of so-called 
smart bombs. Re-edited for West¬ 
ern attention spans by Francis 
Coppola, Suriyothai is a cross be¬ 
tween a Thai Lord of the Rings and 
the bloodbath of court treachery 
we expect from Macbeth. 

If near-naked fighting men 
astride warrior elephants isn’t 
enough of a treat, as an added 
bonus the story is driven by the 
devious machinations of a charis¬ 
matic young princess, the fabled 
Suriyothai, who must make the 
kind of choice that separates 
modern from traditional soci¬ 
eties: between marriage to her 
true love, a handsome warrior 
named Piren; or an arranged 
union to Prince Tien. For queer 
audiences, the combo of an al¬ 
most matriarchal power struggle 
with a bevy of Tarzan-like fighting

men is practically irresistible. 

It’s hard to resist the obvious 
pun of drop-dead gorgeous, be¬ 
cause that’s the fate in store for 
most of these hunky guys as Thai¬ 
land undergoes a series of civil 
wars culminating in a devastating 
invasion from neighboring 
Burma. The period defined the 
modern Thai state, the only na¬ 
tion in the region not to be colo¬ 
nized. 

While no Kurosowa, Prince 
Chatri Chalerm brings a modern 
sensibility to this pivotal piece of 
Thai history (his film funded by 
his royal cousin, Queen Sirikit). 
The dialogue is surprisingly con¬ 
temporary, and the acting style is 


as far removed from the operatic 
excesses of The Iron Ladies as it is 
from The King and I. The direct¬ 
ness of the storytelling probably 
derives from the UCLA-educated 
filmmaker’s 40-year body of 
work, mostly low-budget films 
portraying the struggles of a grit¬ 
ty urban cast of cab drivers, rent 
girls, and a rag-tag assortment of 
big-city hustlers. 

Next, the Prince plans to re¬ 
turn to a more traditional subject 
for him: a drama involving a pros¬ 
titute. The switch is, this time it’s a 
guy, one of the legions of young 
men recruited to serve Thailand’s 
very queer-friendly sex tourist in¬ 
dustry. V

ican sex goddess, making Swim¬ 
ming Pool, at first glance, Miss 
Marple meets Marilyn Monroe. 

That the film becomes quite a 
bit more is a tribute not only to 
Ozon as writer/director (with Em- 
manuele Bernheim as co-writer) 
but also to the remarkable chem¬ 
istry that develops between Ram¬ 
pling, reimagined by Ozon as a 
feminine symbol for midlife crisis, 
and Sagnier, who confesses that 
her career with Ozon goes beyond 
mere actor to almost disciple. 

“I am his little trooper, and he 
is the captain,” Sagnier coos about 
the 30something director, who has, 
in six years, jumped onto the A-list 
of every important French actress. 
“I wanted to see Francois as much 
as I could. When you want to play 
a part well, you have to imitate 
your director, because the director 
is always one of the parts.” 

Sagnier, who fondly recalls 
growing up in a posh Paris suburb, 
says the acting bug flowed natural¬ 
ly from an adolescence misspent 
watching foreign movies. Oddly 
enough, her biggest role for Ozon 
comes in his first English-language 
feature. “It was kind of a challenge 
for me to perform in English. 
Francois didn’t want me to lose my 
French accent.” 

Second language 

Sagnier keeps her accent intact 
while demonstrating an acute tal¬ 
ent for analyzing the work in her 
second language, while not losing 
her ability to appreciate the 
humor of Ozon’s playing with 
some hoary cliches in both cul¬ 
tures: the prim English mystery- 
writer fighting the label of spin- 
sterhood, meeting the sharp- 
tongued young vixen. “And I say, 
‘You can shove your uptight

morals up your ass!’ 

“You know how British crime- 
fiction writers have this reputa¬ 
tion for being really stiff, but also 
for writing really dirty things. 
Sarah Morton is that kind of 
writer. And Julie, even if she’s sim¬ 
ple and a rebel, is right that Sarah 
is really frustrated and is project¬ 
ing her fantasy on Julie.” 

As much as she resents the im¬ 
pudent brat and her bevy of slop¬ 
py male tricks, Sarah envies Julie, 
detecting a spark in the younger 
woman that just might jump-start 
her next book. She appropriates 
Julie’s underpants and her diary as 
sexy props for the book, all the 
time recalling her last chat with her 
publisher and Julie’s father, John 
Bosload (British actor Charles 
Dance, whose manner reeks of 
menace and old money). “What he 
wants is blood, sex and corpses.” 

As the film opens, the pool is 
filled with decaying leaves floating 
in slimy water, prompting Sarah’s 
outburst, “I hate swimming pools. 
They’re more like a cesspool of 
living bacteria.” Gradually, the 
pool becomes cleaner and the 
story gets murkier. Ozon turns it 
into a counterpart of Oscar 
Wilde’s great metaphor of the 
portrait of Dorian Gray. 


With this thriller, Ozon has 
come a long way in merging his 
two distinct filmmaking styles. “In 
Francois’ work there are two types 
of cinema,” says Sagnier. “One 
very artificial, theatrical: Water 
Drops, Sitcom, 8 Women. The 
other more realistic, sober and in¬ 
timate: Under the Sand. With 
Swimming Pool, Francois has ana¬ 
lyzed the process of a writer’s cre¬ 
ativity and his own process of cre¬ 
ation. As he makes Charlotte and 
Julie meet and melt together, both 
sides of his cinema join.” 

A decade ago, Ozon burst on the 
scene with a series of films that were 
psychologically acute in their de¬ 
piction of gay men not unlike his 
younger self. Particularly chilling is 
a short where a young man sneaks 
by the bedside of his dying father 
and takes a photo, later cutting out 
the eyes and fashioning it as a mask. 
“I guess I kill the father,” he quipped 
about the patricidal instincts in the 
short, and in his feature Sitcom. 

Gradually, Ozon has refocused 
his dramas around the plight of 
women of a certain age. The gay 
angle, when it exists in his films 
now, is sometimes a mere charac¬ 
ter tic. In the publicity for Swim¬ 
ming Pool, Rampling’s Sarah is de¬ 
scribed as one of those British 
writers who have “lesbian tenden¬ 
cies.” Sagnier confesses that her 
role was originally conceived to be 
played by a young man. 

“If Francois had written the 
story for a male, it would have 
given it much more sexual ambi¬ 
guity. Sometimes you can pick up 
some things that could be a ‘ten¬ 
dency,’ as you say, but the sexuali¬ 
ty between the two of them is not 
the center of attention. It’s a much 
more intellectual relationship, be¬ 
cause Sarah projects a lot of fan¬ 
tasies on Julie.” ▼

Happy Independence Day 2003 to gay and lesbian us

omorrow is Independence 
5 Day, but for lesbians and gay 
men, that day came a week 
early. What more compelling TV 
moment could there have been 
for queer viewers last week than 
watching every single network 
and cable news outlet quoting US 
Supreme Court Justice Anthony 
Kennedy’s majority opinion over¬ 
turning the Texas sodomy laws? 

It was a four-hankie event. In 
the years we covered the Supreme 
Court for our local newspaper, we 
heard the original Bowers v. 
Hardwick case and stood with the 
dissenter in that opinion, Harry 
Blackmun, in the broiling sun on 
the steps of the Supreme Court, 
microphone in hand as he excori¬ 
ated his fellow justices for invali¬ 
dating the Constitutional rights of 
queer Americans. We think he 
would have found the June 26 
newscasts vindicating. 

On NBC, which gave equal 



time to the news event as to the 
culture wars implications, Pete 
Williams delivered the story. Nice 
irony. Williams had been outed 
just after Hardwick. But ABC gave 
the most fabulous coverage. We 
were, however, miffed that Night- 
line didn’t consider the decision as 
important as the week’s earlier 
landmark in affirmative ac¬ 
tion to merit a program 
the night the deci¬ 
sion came down. 

The High Court’s 
surprise climax to a 
big bang of a term 
also vindicates the 
candidacy of Dr. 

Howard Dean, 
former three- 
term governor 
of Vermont, 
where he was responsible for Ver¬ 
mont’s civil union law, for which 
he has been repeatedly criticized 
and which he not only defends 
but speaks of very pridefully. One 
of last week’s worst TV moments 
was the vicious interview of Dean 
by the normally fair Tim Russert 
on Meet the Press. 

Russert has interviewed Dean 
before, but much more even- 
handedly, though he has always 
pushed Dean on the gay rights 
issue. This time, the gloves weren’t 
just off, it was one sucker-punch 
after another, reminiscent of Diane 
Sawyer and the Dixie Chicks. 

Dean, the most liberal Democ¬ 
rat running for President, tests as 
front-runner for the early pri¬ 
maries. His pro-gay stance is a sig¬ 
nificant part of his platform, and 
in the Russert interview which 




spanned the full hour (a surprise 
in itself), Russert grilled him on 
whether or not President Dean 
would recognize gay marriages be¬ 
tween American citizens who had 
gone to Canada to get married. 

Dean was unequivocal, stating 
that as far as he knew, the US ac¬ 
knowledges all marriages from 
Canada and thus would do the 
same with gay marriages. 
But Russert dogged 
him repeatedly about 
whether it would be 
legal, would Dean 
make it legal, and so 
forth. This was Reali¬ 
ty TV of a sort none of 
us wants to see. 
By hour’s end, 
we were dislik¬ 
ing Russert, 
who is Sunday mornings’ one 
bright spot of integrity, and feel¬ 
ing sorry for an increasingly de¬ 
fensive Dean. The former gover¬ 
nor looked better Monday morn¬ 
ing when he formally announced. 

Sleazy hotel 

There’s the good Reality TV, 
like the Texas ruling, and the bad 
Reality TV, like the news that 
American soldiers continue to die 
daily in a country we allegedly 
haven’t been at war with since the 
President declared the war over 
two months ago. Then there’s the 
unreality Reality TV, which is, this 
being summer and time for all 
good brains to turn to mush, all 
about dating. 

The premieres began last week 
and continue into next week. Fox 
has the sleazy Paradise Hotel, 
which is definitely guilty pleasure 
material with the obligatory fab- 
u-lous bodies in skimpy Speedos 
and bikinis. ABC has The Dating 
Experiment, which is a fun cross 
between The Bachelor/Bache- 
lorette and The Mole. We have to 
admit we liked this, too. Next 
week, Big Brother 4 debuts on 
CBS, and that’s like houseparty 
dating. But hey, tune in to Bravo, 
kids, because next week (check 
local listings) Boy Meets Boy also 
debuts. First the Texas ruling, then 
a dating game for queers? What’s 
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next, full enfranchisement? 

Boy Meets Boy follows the Re¬ 
ality TV dating formula of The 
Bachelor, Joe Millionaire, For Love 
or Money, et al. This fag bachelor 
will be looking for love among a 
pool (and we do mean pool) of 15 
contestants. The intriguing part? 
The network will toss ^ few 
straight guys into the mix. The 
question is, what happens if our 
gay boy chooses straight (as so 
often happens in real life)? Let’s 
hope it won’t reprise The Jenny 
Jones Show. If only for the novelty 
aspect, definitely must-see TV. 

Unfortunately, the same can¬ 
not be said of that other queer 
premiere, CBS’s sitcom Charlie 
Lawrence, starring the irrepressible 
Nathan Lane. Lane plays the title 
character, an actor turned junior 
Congressman from New Mexico. 
His chief of staff is played by an¬ 
other comic genius, Laurie Met¬ 
calf, late of myriad seasons of 
Roseanne, still one of the top-five 
sitcoms ever, in our estimation. Yet 
despite these two powerhouses, a 
Congressional heavyweight played 
by that superb character actor J. 
Emmet Walsh (Blood Simple ) and 
a quirky cast of also-rans (includ¬ 
ing one of the many cast-cuts 
from ABC’s bloodletting on The 
Practice ), this show just bombs. 
Were it not for Lane’s and Met¬ 
calf’s fabulous physical humor 
and spectacular timing, not a sin¬ 
gle of the mostly inane jokes 
would work. 

We wanted to like this show, 
which Lane executive produces, 
just as we wanted to like Lane’s 
last bomb of a sitcom. Couldn’t he 
have talked to Bette Midler (who 
is still contemplating suing CBS 
over her sitcom) or Ellen De- 
Generes about how CBS is not the 
network for gay humor? Just 
about everything is wrong here: 
the Mr. Sterling-meets-Spin City 
plot, the positioning of the show 
before the Sunday night movie- 
of-the-week (big queer audience 
there), bad writing, CBS. Watch it 
once or twice to see if it gets bet¬ 
ter — if it lasts that long. Memo 
to CBS: Stick with what you 
know, 60 Minutes and 48 Hours. 

Lezzie report 

ABC is a network that knows 
its demographic and is going all 
out with promos for a July Filled 
with excitement on All My Chil¬ 
dren. Those lovely Pine Valley 
lezzies Bianca and Lena were back 
together for a nanosecond, look¬ 
ing, despite GLAAD’s aversion to 
them, remarkably like a real les¬ 
bian couple in love: holding 
hands, making eyes at each other, 
talking about how it was getting 
hotter inside than the heat wave 
outside, etc. Bianca had even been 
reading a book on relationships 
before the re-hook-up, which is 
pure lesbian. 

Then the evil Michael threat¬ 
ened Lena and got her tossed in 
the clink, again. Doctored photos 
of Lena (previously a corporate 
spy/whore) in bed with yet anoth¬ 
er mogul put Bianca into a tail- 
spin. This time, it’s Lena who’s the 
wronged party. Stay tuned to see 
what happens next. July looks like 
a fabulous month for AMC fans, 
and Bianca and Lena will be right 
there, sizzling on the front burner. 

ABC also gets kudos for Emily 
Quartermaine’s storyline on Gen¬ 
eral Hospital. Though barely out 
of her teens, Emily was just diag¬ 
nosed with breast cancer, a disease 
her biological mother died of and 
her adoptive mother has tackled

twice. Fear of disfigurement is al¬ 
most as high as her fear of dying, 
natural for most women. GH has 
been doing a superb job with this 
plot. Friday’s cliffhanger had Emily 
talking to other young women 
with the disease. The twist was 
they were real-life cancer patients 
connected to the Susan Komen 
Breast Cancer Foundation, which 
sponsors the annual nationwide 
Race for the Cure events. Excellent! 
Soaps often tackle important is¬ 
sues, but don’t always handle them 
with any kind of realism. GH is ed¬ 
ucating and entertaining at the 
same time. Bravo! 

Finally, bravo to a 50-year his¬ 
tory of TV, which allows us to see 
where we came from as well as 
where we’re going. Two icons of 
segregation died this week, Sen. 
Strom Thurmond (R-SC), who 
served longer than any other Sen¬ 
ator in history (holding the record 
for a Congressional filibuster, 
which was, natch, against civil 
rights legislation), and Lester Mad¬ 
dox, whose segregationist restau¬ 
rant policies propelled civil rights 
activists into lunch-counter sit-ins. 

Watching TV newsreel footage 
of the lives of these problematic 
historical figures put the Texas 
ruling in bold relief. There have 
been many dark moments in 
American history, and no doubt 
there will be many more. But 
watching the clips on the news, 
morning shows and news¬ 
magazines of the lives of Maddox 
and Thurmond, with the back¬ 
drops of Jim Crow segregationist 
signs, water cannons being blasted 
against civil-rights activists, Thur¬ 
mond citing his pro-segregation 
agenda on the floor of the US 
Senate and Maddox proclaiming 
his as Governor of Georgia, it was 
exciting to realize how a democ¬ 
racy can indeed work, we can 
move forward from dark days. 

Tomorrow is Independence 
Day, and this year, queers will have 
something huge to celebrate. 
Change comes slowly, but once in 
motion, can rarely be stopped. We 
wept 17 years ago when the Hard¬ 
wick decision came down. We 
wept again June 26—with disbe¬ 
lief as much as joy that it was there 
on every news program we turned 
to: Justice Kennedy’s words in 
huge pull-quotes blazoned across 
our TV screen. We are full citizens, 
our right to choose whom we love 
no different from that of straights. 
All those Family Research Council 
Fascists suddenly looked silly as 
they protested the “liberal” Court 
comprised of six conservative Jus¬ 
tices. That definingly un-liberal 
court admitted it made a mistake 
in 1986, and it said so on every TV 
network, for all the homophobes 
to hear. 

Our Jim Crow laws began to be 
repealed last week, and one day 
Antonin Scalia and Byron White 
will be remembered for their big¬ 
otry the way Thurmond and 
Maddox have been, because Jus¬ 
tice Kennedy set the trajectory of 
change in motion. Our segrega¬ 
tion is finally drawing to an end, 
our enfranchisement has begun... 
Happy Independence Day! ▼

'The Good, the Bad, and the Ugly" at Castro

any classic American 
Westerns had undertones 
of homoeroticism. Think 
of John Wayne and Montgomery 
Clift battling it out in Red River 
(1948), or hunky Lloyd Bridges 
determined to replace Gary 
Cooper in High Noon (1952). 
Those films had actresses who 
were the nominal romantic inter¬ 
est: Joanne Dru in the former, and 
Grace Kelly and Katy Jurado in 
the latter. Sergio Leone’s Italian 
Westerns of the ’60s not only dis¬ 
pensed with the ladies, they 
dropped the homoeroticism, and 
substituted killing for any form of 
emotion, except greed. 

The Good, the Bad, and the 
Ugly (1966), which plays the Cas¬ 
tro Theatre July 4-10, was the 
fourth in a series of hugely suc¬ 
cessful, inexpensively made West¬ 
erns starring Clint Eastwood and 
shot in Italy and Spain. They 
made him a major box-office 
draw and established his essential 
screen persona: cold, suspicious, 
self-sufficient, and merciless when 
crossed. Despite attempts to 
broaden his range, he is most ef¬ 
fective in parts that don’t require 
expressing much feeling. 

Blondie (Eastwood) and Tuco 
(Eli Wallach) are criminals; Tuco 
is wanted for many offenses. At 
one town after another, Blondie 
turns him in to the local sheriff, 
claims the reward, then, just as his 
partner is about to be hung, saves 
him. They then split the money. 
At one point, Blondie decides he 
wants all the cash and leaves Tuco 
to die in the desert. Tuco, howev¬ 
er, survives. 

Eventually, they and Sentenza 


(Lee Van Cleef), a Union Army 
officer, learn of $200,000 in gold 
hidden in a cemetery by a Con¬ 
federate soldier. Blondie and Tuco 
each know part of the informa¬ 
tion and must work together to 
locate the cash. Sentenza is also 
aware of the location of the ceme¬ 
tery, but not the treasure-filled 
tomb. The plot twists are ironic 
and engaging and keep the viewer 
guessing as to the final outcome. 

Leone borrowed from Akira 
Kurosawa’s Yojimbo (1961), but 
stripped Blondie of any code of 
honor. He is out for himself. The 
script provides no hint as to what 
has turned him into this hard, vi¬ 
olent man, nor does Eastwood 
suggest any reason. At 37, he was 
still handsome, lanky and laconic 
to an extreme. In contrast, Wal¬ 
lach makes the gimlet-eyed Tuco 
a sleazy, grinning horror. It’s a 
hugely entertaining performance 


coming from an experienced stage 
actor in the largest role of his 
movie career. Van Cleef, a veteran 
of countless Westerns, is frighten¬ 
ing. None of these are men any 
reasonable person would want to 
meet, let alone befriend. 

Leone’s pacing is deliberate, 
although Ennio Morricone’s fa¬ 
mous score adds to immeasurably 
to the suspense. The three-hour 
length results in piles of dead 
bodies, but, since they are 
strangers, the audience only cares 
about them in the abstract. East- 
wood would move his character 
from the West to contemporary 
San Francisco, playing a tough, 
amoral cop in the Dirty Harry se¬ 
ries. For all its effectiveness, The 
Good, the Bad, and the Ugly 
helped usher in decades of mind¬ 
less violence and cruelty in Amer¬ 
ican movies, a trend from which 
Hollywood has yet to recover. T

love, but this was really satisfying 
because of the attitude the musi¬ 
cal took towards itself. I liked that 
it was a little bit subversive and 
strange.” 

Urinetown is set in a future 
where water shortages are so se¬ 
vere that even the use of toilets 
must be rationed. For the poor, 
this means lining up for hours at 
one of the public amenities, run 
by a ruthless corporation that has 
grown rich because of the 
drought. Officer Lockstock, He¬ 
witt’s character, serves as both an 
enforcer and a narrator who ad¬ 
dresses the very mechanics of mu¬ 
sical theater. “Nothing can kill a 
show like too much exposition,” 
he says early on. 

Jeff McCarthy created the role 
of Lockstock, and Hewitt pays 
high tribute to his predecessor. 
“Jeff came up with a persona that 
was just perfect,” Hewitt said. 
“The director made it very clear 
that we weren’t to imitate any¬ 
body, but you’re stuck with an 
image of performance that is real¬ 
ly powerful and hard to dismiss. I 
know a little bit of Jeff is going to 
sneak through.” 

From a distance 

In person, Hewitt cuts a strik¬ 
ing figure, but neither that nor his 
longevity in the business has freed 
him of insecurities. “I’m not the 
most confident person,” he said. 
Earlier, he apologized for looking 
“kind of old and saggy.” Later, he 
said, “I can get away with being 
good-looking from a distance. For 


me, playing the handsome guy is 
character acting.” 

Some of this goes back to his 
childhood growing up in Mon¬ 
tana. “I was a gangly, skinny, pim¬ 
ple-ridden sissy who was really 
into band and who couldn’t drib¬ 
ble,” he said. “I was the best little 
boy I could be. My defense was 
humor and the fact that I was a 
good boy. You can’t be mean to 
me because I am so good.” 

The tiny town of Victor was 
“breathtakingly beautiful, a little 
valley in the heart of the Rocky 
Mountains,” Hewitt said. “Did I 
know that growing up? No. I just 
wanted to get the hell out as soon 
as I could.” 

With the full encouragement 
of his parents, Hewitt headed off 
to college to study theater. He 
took a role in a tour of Gigi star¬ 
ring Louis Jourdan to help pay for 
school. 

“It was horrible and really 
turned me off musicals and the 
commercial theater for a long 
time,” he said. “Louis Jourdan 
moved his lips to a pre-recorded 
soundtrack. We eventually talked 
him into singing duets live. But it 
was just dreadful.” 

He began his coming out 
process when he played his first 
gay character, Sister Boom Boom 
in Execution of Justice, the Emily 
Mann play about the trial of for¬ 
mer SF Supervisor Dan White. 

“The subject matter was so im¬ 
portant to me,” he said. “My sister 
lived in San Francisco, and I came 
here and met Jack Fertig, who was 
Sister Boom Boom, and I met 
Randy Shilts, and acknowledged a 
gay culture and my role in it.” 

When Hewitt was cast as an¬ 


other gay character in the New 
York production of Jeffrey, his 
agents began to get nervous. “Be¬ 
cause of the play, I was given the 
opportunity to show up for gay- 
sponsored events,” Hewitt said. 
“My agents said I shouldn’t, that 
things were going to start hap¬ 
pening for me, and I just said, 
‘This is the way it’s going to be.’” 

Hewitt went on to play Scar in 
the family-friendly Lion King, but 
then came Rocky Horror. He re¬ 
called the first time he got into the 
fishnet stockings and high heels 
for his role as Dr. Frank N. Furter. 

“It was the first photo shoot 
before we had started rehearsals 
or I had met any of the cast,” he 
said. “The first time I saw myself 
in the mirror, I was so not pretty 
and it was so grotesque. The little 
gay boy from Montana was in¬ 
credibly ashamed and embar¬ 
rassed. It took some time, but 
once you get up the guts to wear 
that stuff, it’s really powerful.” 

When his parents came to see 
Rocky Horror, he was uncomfort¬ 
able — as were they. “When I go 
home and the parents brag about 
me, the program for Rocky Horror 
is at the bottom of the pile. But 
The Lion King, they’re very proud 
of The Lion King.” 

Still, when he was nominated 
for a Tony for Rocky Horror, he 
took his parents to the awards cer¬ 
emony. “Their Little boy had 
grown up, and there I was, a giant 
transvestite.” T

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through-song skill is Skott Freed¬ 
man, on the album Some Company

tfreedman.com). He’s faster and 
more proficient on keyboards than 
Day, but his voice stays in a nar¬ 
rower range and is more pop-ori¬ 
ented. It’s a sweet, lovingly con¬ 
structed album, but like a piece of 
rich fudge, it can only be con¬ 
sumed in bits before it gets to be 
too much. So nix the album as a 
contender, though he’s definitely in 
the running as far as looks. 


Last but certainly not least is a 
valiant effort by heartthrob 
Michael Buble (Michael Buble, 
Reprise Records/Warner), who 
shows the most promise of the lot, 
but who also needs to get far, far 
away from so overtly imitating 
Sinatra. And Paul Anka doing the 
BeeGees. He has an Anka song on 
the album (“Put Your Head on 
My Shoulder”), but when he 
sings, “How Can You Mend a Bro¬ 
ken Heart,” he sounds like the boy 
wonder imitating Sinatra doing a 
Gibbs brothers song. 

Buble’s got the necessary com¬ 
mercial flair, the sexy intonations, 
the obvious character; it all comes 
through shiningly. I can imagine 
in person, in concert, he’s devas¬ 
tating. But he’s also, at this point? 
an imitator, not his own man. The 
album shamelessly targets the 
reminiscing crowd. It’s a tragedy, 
but all is not hopeless; Buble is 
young, and he’ll find that as the 
stock in Sinatra/BeeGees nostalgia 
rises and falls, his fortunes will de¬ 
pend on other people’s reputa¬ 
tions. And since he’s copying at 
least three styles, he’s got more in¬ 
vestments to cover his ass. ▼

ago and played at Cafe Du Nord, 
and who gets major attention from 
The New York Times and else¬ 
where. He’s the genuine article, a 
vocalist with verve, charisma, and 
that certain swaying something 
that makes you feel oh so good all 
over. Like all the contenders, he’s a 
real-looker, the kind both girls and 
boys fall for, with that wisp of hair 
falling over his eyes, the elegant 
ring on his pinky finger, his cuffed 
white shirt open at the collar, re¬ 
vealing smoothness as sensuous as 
his voice.

Absolutely 
I like his style, which is carefree 
and gay, just as he sings in the 
opening track of his self-pro¬ 
duced album Shawn Ryan 
(www.shawn-ryan.com). It’s got 
an easy, breezy style, light-heart¬ 
ed, not especially intricate, but en¬ 
gaging. It’s good, solid fare, and I 
can easily imagine him drawing a 
standing ovation in a cozy lounge. 
He does “I Got Rhythm,” “It

albums sent by their publicists or 
themselves.

He’s got competition, some of it 
stiff, some of it the essence of 
cool. I think he’s got them beat for 
style and substance, but they’ve all 
got something he doesn’t yet, 
though he’s working on it: com¬ 
mercially available albums. 

While I’ve had the pleasure of 
seeing Day perform, in the case of 
these other artists, I’ve got only 
their recordings to go by. In one 
case I talked to one of the artists 
by phone. So making compar¬ 
isons is dicey, but still, in a com¬ 
petition, all impressions count. So 
here are my takes on four artists 
and their albums aiming to get to 
the head of the jazz-brat pack.

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LIVE EROTIC J/O SHOWS

y friend Cecilia, who’s 
very sophisticated and 
predisposed to things 
French, said we should go hear the 
Paris-based pianist Martial Solal. 
He was giving a concert under the 
auspices of the San Francisco Jazz 
Festival at Herbst Hall, on May 25. 
And since it’s only a hop, skip, and 
a jump away, we went. Besides 
being a wonderful and vigorous 
pianist, Solal is also quintessen- 
tially French. By that I mean he 
has a certain light — but not su¬ 
perficial — touch, and his playing 
is transparent in texture, with a 
deft and completely unforced ap¬ 
proach to rhythm and harmony. 

These qualities are certainly 
apparent in his Dreyfus CD, Mar¬ 
tial Solal - Dodecaband Plays 
Ellington, and it was there in his 
concert with his trio at Herbst. 
His Ellington album, which was 
released one year after Duke’s cen¬ 
tennial year (he was born in 
1899), is also quintessentially 
French. That’s because it takes a 
deconstructive approach to this 
master’s tunes. The French have 
been in the deconstruction biz for 
years, since Moliere, in fact, or 
even before. And in the realm of 
music, they’ve sometimes taken 
the words of that old disco song 
— “Turn the beat around, turn it 
upside-down” — to heart. Martial 
and his 10-piece band take the ex¬ 
isting structures of Ellington’s in¬ 
destructible standards as a basis 
for a new house, and they turn it 
into one with startling angles 
which always surprise the listener. 
This isn’t an add-on but a re¬ 
model, from the ground up. 


Five Ducal classics, and a med¬ 
ley made up of seven others, are 
given a subtle, once-over-lightly 
approach. Martial and his band 
do a fresh but classic jazz take on 
“Satin Doll” (Johnny Mercer and 
Billy Strayhorn are listed as co-au¬ 
thors) by playing variations on 
the chords on which it’s built. The 
subsequent “Caravan” (co-written 
with Duke’s bandmate Juan Tizol) 
is re-imagined in a very original 
way. There’s a very Gallic reveille, 
and a striking episode for muted 
trumpets — Tony Russo, Roger 
Guerin, Eric Le Lann — over a 
drone; and the melody is taken at 
a steady, though frequently frac¬ 
tured ■— that deconstruction 
again — tempo. French clarity 
and inner logic prevail in Solal’s 
and Dodecaband’s version of “ In 
a Sentimental Mood,” and the 
saxes chase one another at one 
point in “It Don’t Mean a Thing 
(If It Ain’t Got that Swing),” 
which goes through reasonably 
quick, with very swinging 
changes. Strayhorn’s theme song 
for Duke’s orchestra, “Take the ‘A’ 
Train,” is full of witty flourishes 
and drum tattoos. The album was 
recorded at Radio France, and its 
sound is lively, very definitely but 
not obtrusively present. 

Deft trio 

The Blue Note CD, NY-1: Mar¬ 
tial Solal - Live at the Village Van¬ 
guard, was recorded just 10 days 
after 9/11, at Greenwich Village’s 
legendary Seventh Avenue club, 
though there’s not a whit of the 
trauma that Manhattan, and in¬ 
deed the world, experienced at the 
time. Instead, one hears Solal’s 
nonpareil, unforced mastery. The 
pianist, 74 at the time, and his trio 


— the apple-cheeked, red-lipped 
bassist Francois Moutin, who 
looks like a young Depardieu; and 
light-haired drummer Bill Stewart 

— give confident, subtle covers of 
classics like Johnny Green’s “Body 
and Soul.” They give this tune, 
which is sometimes approached as 
a torch song, a deft, light touch. 
The title song, co-composed with 
Solal’s daughter, Claudia, gets a 
highly linear, driving response 
from the pianist, and “Suspect 
Rhythm,” also co-written with her, 
is, with its chopped-up textures, a 
bit like Mondrian’s equally subtle 
and definitely geometric painting 
“Broadway Boogie-Woogie.” 

Solal’s warm, lyric side suffus¬ 
es Cole Porter’s “What Is This 
Thing Called Love” and Oscar 
Hammerstein’s “Softly as in a 
Morning Sunrise.” But the capper 
has to be the pianist’s highly vir- 
tuosic “Lombardy,” again by his 
daughter, with its lightning-quick 
tempo and timbral changes, and 
its right-on-the-money contribu¬ 
tions from Moutin and Stewart. 
This, if anything, is swing. Leave 
it to the French, and their Ameri¬ 
can compatriots, and forget Bush, 
Powell, Rummy, and their ilk. 
What do they know, or care? Solal 
et cie are the real thing. T

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Working with wood

s; wish I could be more enthusi¬ 
astic about Falcon’s new fea¬ 
tures, Big Timber and Good as 
Gold. Both have starry casts quite 
willing to perform, excellent loca¬ 
tions, and plot hooks capable of 
propelling the action. And the sex 
appears to be top-flight through¬ 
out. I say “appears” because each 
movie’s scenes are curiously ab¬ 
breviated. With total running 
times that are well under the ac¬ 
cepted norm for a feature (1:18 
and 1:10, respectively), it’s any¬ 
body’s guess why some awfully 
good footage has been left on the 
cutting-room floor. It’s become a 
Falcon hallmark to refuse a scene 
its natural build,jumping forward 
as if the director had some cata¬ 
logue of acts and positions to be 
checked off. Intercourse is rarely 
allowed to build to a natural cli¬ 
max, but is arbitrarily interrupted 
mid-stroke with a cut to a jack-off 
conclusion. This is not how peo¬ 
ple have sex, and it’s a jumpy way 
to watch it, no matter how glam¬ 
orous the performers or dexterous 
their abilities. 

This stop-and-go method of 
filming may be responsible for ex¬ 
changing the performers’ enthu¬ 
siasm with determination. Big 
Timber opens with two potential¬ 
ly exciting threeways, first a 
triple-fuck with lanky Josh 
Weston twitching his hips 
excitingly to get poked 
from the rear as he 
plows to the front; and 
then some big, butch, 
beautiful guys (Justin 
Dragon!) making it in 
the forest, 
splayed 
rather 
strenuous¬ 
ly across the bed of their pickup 
truck and the lower branches of 
some trees. In each case, the guys’ 
effort makes them less ecstatic 
than just plain earnest. 

Big Timber actually has a pret¬ 
ty funny premise, and shows some 
wit when opposing characters 
mouth the same lines. In a mir¬ 
rored i air of opening scenes, first 
*fie environmentalists and then 
the loggers have sex with their re¬ 
spective buddies. Then the envi¬ 
ronmentalists tromp into the for¬ 
est and chain themselves to the 
trees. Having thus rendered them¬ 
selves helpless, there’s nothing 
they can do when the loggers pull 
down their pants and start suck¬ 
ing their dicks except spring a 
woodie and drop their seed. Now 
that’s reforestation. The scene be¬ 
comes an orgy, filled with arrest¬ 
ing incidents but lacking cumula¬ 


tive focus, until suddenly the guys 
are jacking off and the movie ap¬ 
pears to be over. But, whoops, it’s 
too short. So a subsidiary charac¬ 
ter’s solo scene is tagged on to 
flesh out the time. This happens 
to be a very long-dicked dude 
named Derek plying 
himself with a dildo; 
entertaining in itself, 
but strange structure 
for a film. 

The real thing 

Good as Gold puts 
Matthew Rush firmly into 
the star¬ 
ring role 
we’ve 
thought 

he deserved, and then undercuts 
his efforts. The movie documents 
his trip to the Gay Games in Syd¬ 
ney, where he entered the body¬ 
builder competition. Matthew 
tries hard to be casual, but he’s 
self-conscious while forced to 
narrate everything we’re about to 
see him do — narration which is 
then repeated by his upcoming 
partners. Just let them do it, for 
%&#@ sake! Matthew’s first part¬ 
ner is Jake Andrews, looking 
splendid, all golden muscle, 
shaved crotch and Coke-can cock. 
They rub and mouth their 
Speedo-clad baskets, and kiss ro¬ 
mantically. There are great shots 
of Matthew’s great cock, and an 
exciting moment when Jake 
bounces monumentally atop it. 
Then, whoosh, it’s all over, the 
star’s grand scene with a really 
grand co-star dispatched in 12 


tidy minutes. 

Actual footage of Matthew’s 
posing routine at the contest is 
shown, and he’s dazzling, flashing 
a winning smile and striking build. 
But it’s hardly a minute long. He 
goes to a secluded beach where 
some typically sexy Aussies bang 
themselves onto his dick, and in 
the finale tight-bodied Joe Foster 
sits down on it. And there’s an 
orgy, for which nine of Falcon’s 
biggest stars were flown around 
the world to do some hair-raising 
boffing that’s so confusingly filmed 
you usually can’t tell who’s doing 
what. That, too, is suddenly inter¬ 
rupted, everybody jacking off as if 
a bell rang saying recess was over. 

Matthew may be gorgeous and 
have a fabulous cock, but he never 
clicks with a partner. He fulfills his 
duties, without evincing any 
chemistry. Perhaps it’s just hard to 
get cooking when you’ve got to 
arrange yourself into the next set¬ 
up. Following the resignation of 
company head John Rutherford, 
the last and final protege of 
founder Chuck Holmes to leave 
the firm, Falcon is on the brink of 
a new era. Both Big Timber and 
Good as Gold were directed by 
Kristopher Weston, whose name 
is new to me; both are under-en¬ 
ergized, and the second clumsily 
conceived. And the indoor scenes 
of both are typically overlit; is that 
why Falcon insists its performers 
be so tanned? T

A t last Sunday’s Pride Celebra¬ 
tion, about the only stage I did¬ 
n’t visit was the brainy one 
where local literati lined up to read: 
Kirk Read, Judy Grahn, Jim Proven- 
zano, Jaime Cortez, Tim’m West and 
all the best. Can you blame me? I 
mean, I’m as fond of writing as any¬ 
one, but when all that crazy sexy ener¬ 
gy is coming from so many directions, 
and gorgeous topless babes are every¬ 
where, well, let’s just say at times flesh 
is mightier than the word. 

Fortunately I bumped into Larry- 
bob Roberts, publisher and editor of 
Holy Titclamps, San Francisco’s leading 
alternative queer literary arts zine. He’s 
the one who puts on the monthly queer 
literary gatherings called “Hubbub,” 
plus he helps organize the hit “QCome- 
dy Showcase” on Monday nights at the 
SF LGBT Community Center. 

Larry-bob has just put out a new 
issue of Holy Titclamps, featuring con¬ 
tributions by many of the people who 
have read at “Hubbub,” and it’s a must- 
read publication. The paper is distrib¬ 
uted free of charge; you may have to 
check in your local bookstore or cafe to 
find it. Grab it while it’s hot. 

The latest issue leads off with a treat 
by Alvin Orloff (/ Married an Earth¬ 
ling, Manic D. Press; www.popflip.com), 
“Vegas Vacation,” which displays a 
mastery of color, characterization, sit¬ 
uation, movement and resolution in 
the matter of some eight paragraphs. 
It’s about meeting up with, Vegas cruis¬ 
ing,.snuggling, gambling, show watch¬ 
ing, and wandering late-night streets 
with his fab/punk ex-boyfriend. We’re 
in and out of their experience in a mo¬ 
ment, but you can tell a whole lot 
about their queer lives, and why they 
sleep so soundly together. 

Space prevents me from detailing 
each piece in the issue, but a list of ti¬ 
tles and contributors gives a sense of 
the richness presented:

Tribe member); “God poem #1” by 
Andrew Ramer (poet; author of Two 
Flutes Playing); “The way you hold 
your knife” by Tim Donnelly (poetry 
curator, Pegasus Books, Berkeley);

Huzzle (24 y/o trans bottom in Oak¬
